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ADAM LORD DUNCAN, 


(WiTH A PORTRAIT.) 


DAM DUNCAN, created, 21% 
October 1797, Lord Viicount Dun- 
can of Camperdown, and Baron Duncan 
of Lundie, in the Shire cf Perth, was 
born the sf of july 1731, at Dundee, in 
Scotland. Не was a younger fon of the 
ancient and refpetiable family of the 
Duncans, ot Lundie, in the county of 
Perth, who pofleffed an cítate of about 
500j. per annum, which came to our 
gallant Commander about fifteen months 
fnce, by the death of his elder brother 
Colonel Duncan. Lord Duncan married 
а paternal ПЧег of the pretent Lord Ad- 
vocate of Scotland, and niece of Mr. Se- 
cretary Dundas, by whom he has {everal 
children, 

He early was devoted to the fervice of 
his country in the Navy, and onthe 25th 
of February 175%, was made a Captain 
in the fhip the Valiant; on the 24th of 
September 1797, he was advanced to the 
рой of Rear-Admiral; became Vice- 
Adiniral in 1793, and Admiral of the 
Blue in 1795. Не was foon noticed by 
the late Lord Keppel, and was with him 
at the taking of Havanna ; and when that 
Nobleman was made an Admiral, he 
chofe his friend Duncan for his Captain, 
and he was afterwards oue of the Mem- 
bers on his Court Martial. 

Before the late engagement, which 
has covered him with laurels, Admiral 
Duncan had not an opportunity ааг 
chieving any very brilliant object. It 
has been the courfe of his fervice rather 
to be uieful than confpicuous. Не has 
not been an adventurer or a quack. He 
was not employed upon exploits calcu- 
lated either to raife his fame, or to fill 
his purfe. But his merits have ед 


truly appreciated by the judges of the 
fervice, and no man bas enjoyed through 
life a more ftable reputation in public, or 
a more amiable chara&ter in private life. 

'The promptitude and alacrity with 
which he carried his fleet to dea, the fkill 
with which he feized the proper moment 
of attack, the bravery and management 
cf the action, though fplendid, are the 
leaft titles to our praife. The patience 
and conftancy with which he maintained 
his difücult and painful ftation during fo 
many boiiterous months, and ІШ more 
the gallantry with which, during the 
critical period of the mutiny, he kept 
his poi in the blockade of the enemy 
with only three fhips, when he was 
abandoned by all the reft cf his fqua- 
dron, are proofs of heroiiin, zeal, and 
virtue, which will be long remembered 
with gratitude by his country. 

We cannot on the prefent oceafion 
omit to prefent our readers witn the Fol- 
lowing fpeech, which was made by Lord. 
Duncan to his crew on the 34 of June 
1797, and which bears every marx of 
authenticity in its umafiected piety, its 
ardent patrictiün, its indignant grief, its 
fimple yet impretiive eloquence, іо ad. 
mirably adapted to the hearts and un- 
derfandings of its auditors : 

* My lads— I once more call you 
together with a forrowtul heart, from 
what I have lateiy feen; the ана оп 
of the ficets ; I call it diffagi Aion, for 
the crews have мо grievances To be 
deferted by my fleet, in tie face of an 
enemy, is a difgrace which I believe 
never before happened toa Britih Ad? 
miral; nor could I have fuppoted it 
poflible. Му greateft comfort under

God is, that Y have been fupported by 
the officers, feamen, and marines, of thzs 
fhip ; for which, with a heart overflowing 
with gratitude, I requeít you to accept 
my fincere thanks. I flatter myfelf much 
good may refult from your example, by 
bringing thofe deluded people to a fenfe 
of the duty which they owe not only to 
their King and Country, but to them- 
felves. 

* The Britifh. Navy has ever been the 
fupport of that liberty which has been 
handed down to us by our anceftors, and 
which I truft we fhall maintain to the 
lateft pofterity ; and that can only be 
done by unanimity and obedience. - This 
fhip's company, and others who have 
diftinguifhed themfelves by their loyalty 
and good order, deferve to be, and dewbt- 
lefs «с/// be the favcurites of a grateful 
country ; they will alfo have from their 
inward feelings а eomfort which will be 
Jafting, and not like the flecting and 
falfe confidence of thofe who have fwerved 
from their duty. 

«< [t has often been my pride with you 
to look into the Texel, and fee a foe 
which dreaded coming out to meet us j=- 
my pride is жото humbled indeed !~=my 
feelings. are not eafily to be expreffed !— 
our cup has overflowed, and made us 
wanton.

SIR, 

ERE Т not perfeétly confident of 
the patriotic fpirit with which 
you afcended the Chair of the Buard of 
Agriculture, of your ardent zeal to carry 
the public views of that Inftitution into 
effect, and of the liberal candour with 
which you receive and even invite the 
opinions of others on the various and 
extended branches of your enquiries, I 
fhould hold it vain to addrefs you on the 
fubject, and to offer fentiments fo widely 
differing from the firt principles of your 
undertaking ; but under thefe impreftions 
of my mind, it would be but empty 
affe&tation in me to make any apology to 
vou for the following obfervations, which 
1 therefore beg leave thus publicly, with- 

out further preface, to lay before vou. 
The object of your laft year's Com- 
‘mittee, which I hear you mean to revive, 
was that of inclefing Waftes and Com- 


mons: I touch not on the diferent 
modes propofed, becaufe I object to the 
abíolute inclofure of them in any mode. 
Му reatons are as follow ; and perhaps 
they will apply to all inclofures on the 
pretent fyftem, as well as to thofe of 
Wattes and Commons ; for I think them 
conclufive aguinit both, as they are now, 
or are prepoled hereafter to be con- 
ducted. 

The great principle of improving land 
for public advantage is to leave a portion 
of it fo improved publici furis, and on 
this principle is founded the cuftom in 
open fields of leaving one third or fourth 
every year, as of common right for all 
perfons, as well thofe of fmailer property 
in the community, and that not tn land, 
as thofe of fuperior rank or property; 
and that in land, to turn their cattle, 
horfes, and fheep, upon that portion, ac- 


cording to the extent of their feveral 
legal 
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legal holdings, whether they be land or 
cottage, for unlimited right of common is 
я principle too abfurd to be defended, 
though a cultom too commonly put in 
practice This abufe f would earveftly 
with to fee соггеЯеЯ by a general аќ, 
much lels violating the fecurity of pro- 
perty than each individual a& of inclofure 
ог of navigation that cuts through it, or 
entirely takes it away; and juitly too, if 
the public at large is benefited by it, ei- 
ther thrcugh the facility given tothe cir- 
culation of commerce, or by lowering the 
price of provifions. But is this the con- 
Íequence of inclofures wader the prefent 
Jiem? Is it not rather the annihilation 
of public right for the advancement of 
feparate property ? And do we not find, 
by forty years experience at leaft (for to 
that period 1 will confine the great annual 
increafe of inclofures) that this errone- 
ous principle has turned beth country 
gentlemen and their overgrown tenants * 
into arrogant and unfeeling monopolitts ; 
for when did you know a man, or com- 
bination of men, with excluiive rights or 
privileges confider the public in any other 
light than as an objec? of plunder? И 
they did in articles сЁ luxury only, І 
fhould be leis averle (though in my heart 
I muft ever fcorn the narrow principle in 
the men), but in thofe of the neceflary 
fubliftence of man, efpecially the poor and 
induftrious, whether labourer, tradefman, 
ог mechanic, I hold it to be the indifpen- 
fable duty of the legiflature to withftand, 
in the firft inftance, fo illiberal and de- 
fiructive a proceeding. 

But wili you prevent any man from 
improving ard making the moft of his 
property ? By no means. As tar asit is 
соеп with the general right of the 
community : but I would not allow any 
man to acquire a duplication of his fepa- 
yate property, by taking from others their 
fhare in the right of райиге over all lands 
in rotation, only to enable him to lay hea- 
vier burdens on the public markets. 

‘True it is, that the property of indivi- 
duals lies moft inconveniently fcattered in 
various parts of open fields, that tref- 
райез on each other's lands are daily 
made, and that commons are overftocked 
and neglected; but all thefe difficulties 
and abufes would be effectually removed 


by allowing or even enforcing by law a 
power in commiffioners to allot and lay 
together for each proprietor a portion of 
land (quantity and quality confidered) 
equivalent to that which before lay dii- 
perfed in the open fields, and even inclof- 
ing it, leaving one third or other reafon- 
able portion cf it open every year to 2 
general right of common, under new re- 
gulation and controul, in which the pro- 
prietors of land would һауе their fhare, 
and keeping the other divifions in feveral- 
ty to themfelves. 

The waítes and commons might be im- 
proved by banking, draining, and vari- 
ous ether ways which local circumftances 
could point out, at the expence of every 
individual who kad a right thereon by pa- 
rochial levy +, to the tenfold advantage 
of the poor cottager and tradefman, as 
well as of the rich, and to the permanent 
diminution of the price ofprovilions atmara 
ket; wherein, though the lower and more 
numerous claies of the community would 
receivethe moft apparent daily benefit, and 
comfort the rich, the great, and the powers 
ful, who are not plagued with the double 
diforder of pride and covetoufnefs, пай 
fee that they will ultimately find the true 
and liberal advantage that moft properly 
comes to their fhare, and inthe manner in 
which it befl becomes them to accept it. By 
abundance of provifions in crouded mark- 
ets, and the free purchafe of them at eafy 
rates by the earnings of theif induitrious 
and laborious dependents and neighbours, 
to the incredible diminution of the poor 
rates ; which, though in one point of view 
they may be thought an honour, are in 
faét both a heavy burden and dilgrace to 
this country. 

І am aware that it will be faid, “Un. 
lefs you wiil hold out to land proprietors 
the great and exclufive advantages of the 
prelent plan of inclofure, they will not be 
at the expence or rifque of it, and your 
fields will never be improved, but for 
ever Пе in the unprodu&tive and diforder- 
ly ate of former times." 

I am ready, Sir, to own, that the 
immediate oftenfible profit to the great 
proprietor (for the fmall land owner, it 
1$ well known, is often ruined by the un- 
equal and intolerable prefiure of firft ad- 
vances) will not be fo flattering to hig 


ж Icall them overgrown, becaufe by occupation of vaft extent of country, under long 
leafes, they often bid defiance to their landlords, and fet at nought all thoughts of ancient 


fubordination. 


T P.4, 1.5. And this right I would with to fee extended to every houfcholder paying 
(cot and lot, and his due proportion to fuch levy. 
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eager expectation ; but from the collate- 
га] and permanent advantages of this par- 
tial inclofure, accompanied with the cem- 
forts that will arife to the middle and in- 
ferior crcers of his fellow fubjects from 
the view of millions of them. who by 
their little claims and exerciífe of their 
common rights will not only raiie provi- 
fion. for their own families, but by rear- 
ing and bringing to market calves, pigs, 
poultry, eggs, and butter, will largely 
contribute to the general economy by the 
reduction of prices in thofe moft necetfary 
articles. I fay, Sir, from fuch a view, 
which ought to make the hearts of the 
opulent to leap for joy, the great ard libe- 
ral proprietor will not only have his full 
meaíure of delight, he will in fact alfo 
reap ample amends for the imagined dif- 
appointment of his firít cravings by the 
eafier acceís to his deareft fuperfiuities, as 
well as to the means of providing for the 
maintenance cf his песейагу houfíchold. 
The bleflings of the poor will meet him 
in the morning, avd bid him farewell be- 
fore he goes to гей, and the bleihings of a 
gracious Providence will overfhadow and 
protect fuch a nation. 

Thus have I, Sir, ingenuoufly thrown 
out my thoughts on this important fub- 
ject; which, if worthy of any confide- 
ration, I am ілге you, aud the Board at 
which you prefide, will reflect on with 
candour, and other Gentlemen may en- 
large upon with more vigour of mind 
and ftrength of argument. 

‘This one maxim I hold true and irre- 
fragable, that though the land of the 


whole kingdom fhould, under your mw- 
{pices and zealous exertions, be brought 
into the highett ftateof cultivation, yet if 
it be ali held in feveralty, and the ancient

EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM JOHN WILKES, ESQ. TO ———, 


DATED AUGUST 6, 1765, FROM GENEVA. 


Travelled through very difficult and 

dangerous roads from Grenoble to the 
Grand Chartreufé, the chief monattery of 
the rigid order бЁ the Chartreux. The 
general chapter of thole monks is held 
there once in every year. It lies about 
eight leagues north of Grenoble, and is 
built near the fummit of a very high, ro- 
matic, and Неер mountain, among deep, 
gloomy woods of pine trees, and rugged, 
davage rocks. Nature its here indeed in 
great majefty, on a iublime, craggy 
throne, but the fituation, I think, infpires 
horror rather than penfivenefs. As you 
aicend, a variety of cafcades precipitating 


down among the fragments of the broken 
rocks, fill the ear with a wild kind of 
melody. When you have nearly gained’ 
the fummit, the clouds are under your 
feet, a folemn death-like hence reigns, 
and over-hanging recks and tremendous 
precipices alarm the imagination with real 
dangers. Horror ubique animos, frmulip- 
fa fileniia terrent, and this hilenceis never 
interrupted but by the hideous cruíh of 
the fragments of the {plitting rock. The 
prefent convent is not quite on the fum- 
mit*. "Phereisa very old chapel deci- 
cated to the Virgin Mary, calied St. Bru- 
#0’; Chapel, Rill nearer the fummit of the

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higheft rocks. Tt $e а frange old build- 
ing, not to be ciaffed in апу order of аг- 
chite&ture. The old convent ftcod there, 
but large fragments of the rock ialling, 
and crulhing leveral cf the Fathers, iorced 
the furvivors to remove, and to build ra- 
ther lowey. Ноіриашу is a very Roady 
and extenfive virtue among ее good 
Monks. All ftrangers are weil received, 
but their tay is fuppoted not to exceed 
three days. A German, to whom the 
excellence of their Burgundy, no leis 
than the exemplarinefs of their piety, was 
thought to fugge(t a longer abode її that 
Бобу retreat, tound over his cell, Tredum- 
nus efl, уат јог. Y continued with 
them а day and а half, was greatly edi- 
fied, and extremely well accommodared, 
as well as my fervants and hores, They 
are not allowed meat, but have excellent 
fifh of various forts, garden fluff, butter, 
cheefe, bread, and fruit in perfection. 
The rule of their order enjoins filence, 
but а fere coadjuteur has a dilpeniation 
to receive ftrangers, and to do the honours 
of the convent. The pere general is 
likewife exempt from the rule. ‘The fa- 
thers are allowed to drink wine, and the 


i pere peneral fent mea prefent of the Бей 


— 


Burgundy I ever tafted. There are fepa- 
rate apartinents for the French, Spaniards, 
Englith, бс. with a large hall to dine, for 
the building is immenfe. At adiffanceare 
{mall houfes and fheds for all kinds of 
workmen, carpenters, joiners, fmiths, 
malons, &c. ‘The Fathers have each a 
bed-chamber, an anti-chamber, a cabinet, 
and a {mall garden, with a variety of iron 
and wooden inllruments to make their 
own chairs, boxes, &c. to cultivate their 
gardens, and to amule themfelves. Many 
of them are men of great families in 
France and Germany, and appeared of 
high breeding, as I obferved in a variety 
of little circumítances, when I attended 
their evening devotions. Five of them 
had given up to their relations large fa- 
mily eftates to retire to that dreary foli- 
tude. The pere coad;uteurand the pere 
genera! were really fine gentlemen, of 
eafy and polite converfation. They had 
both lived much in the gay world. From 
fatiety and difguit they had recived from 
it, to that internal peace and tranquillity, 
which they told me they had found only 
in thofe defarts. This gy world how- 
ever they did not feem quite to forget, 
for I faw on the table cf the pere ge- 
пета! the Mercure Eljflorique printed at 
Amfterdam, and the Journal Excyclope- 
dique of Bouillon, and they alked ine a 


thoufand queftions about the late war, and 
the affaus of England. 

І have been with Voltaire at Ferney, 
and was charmed with the reception ha 
gave me, and fill more with the fine fenfe 
and exquifite wit of his converfation. Е 
think him the mof: univerfal genius, the 
тоб amiableas weil as the wittieft of our 
{pecics. He isa divine old man, born for 
the advancement of true philofophy and 
the polite arts, and to free mankind from 
the gloomy terrors of Superftition, 
Atque metus omnes, et inexorabile fatum 
Subjecit pedibus, ftrepitumque Acherontis 

avari, 


He has done more to perfuade the practice 
of a general toleration, of humanity, and 
benevclence, than the greateft philofo- 
phers of antiquity. His conduét in the 
affair of thefamily of Calas is more me- 
ritorious than the whole lives of moft 
faints. Не is еха у well bred, and іп 
converfation ройеЙез а fund of gaiety 
and humour which would be admired in 
а young man, and he joins to it thole 
immenie ftores of literature only to be ac- 
quired by age. His memory is very won- 
derful, and the anecdotes it furnifhes are 
fo various and interefting, that he is the 
only exception І know of a man above fe- 
venty not being funk into his azecdotage, 
He lives in the nobleft, сауе ftyle of a 
French nobleman, receiving all ttrangers, 
giving plays in his own theatre, and you 
have the entire command of his houfe, 
equipages, horíes, &c. He is adored by 
all the inhabitants and vallals of his ex- 
tenfive domains, and with reafon, for he 
hath been the creator of every thing ufe- 
ful, beautiful, or valuable in the whole 
tract near him, which before was a rude 
wilderne(s. When he came, ‘be defart 
айга, and рагай? was opened in the 
wild. Не has built little towns and vil- 
lages, eitablifhed feveral manufactures, 
and peopled the country with a happy 
race of mortals, who are daily Мейір 
their benefactor. I told him, THESE are 
thy glorious WORKS, Parent of Good, 
and he is really more pleafed in talking of 
them than of his той applauded literary 
Works. The charming Рисейг is his fa- 
vourite. Не is fométimes wanton in her 
praife, arde is fure of her kind reception 
by all pofterity. Nothing delights him 
mere than the marriage and eftablifhment 
of his vaífals, and on thofe occafions he 
is always bountiful. There is not a mi- 
ferable being dependent onhim. He has 
filled all bearts with food and gladnefi 

алой 
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almoft to the walls of Geneva, where you 
have only food and faduefs. With every 
poffible advantage from nature, Geneva 
15 the шой difapreeable and melancholy 
city in the world, from whence almoft all 
elegant pleafures are banifhed. ‘The 
plodding, fevere genius of the greater part 
of its joylefs inhabitants, and the nar- 
rownets of their ideas, which are ail com- 
mercial, render it difgufting to any libe- 
ға! ftranger. Thetomb of their gloomy 
malter, of that fanguinary, periecuting 
reformer, Jobn Calvin, is in a church- 
yard without the walls.

SIR, 

Write this chiefly to thanke you for 

the other hittorical part of Bt. Co- 
fin’s letter to Dr. Gunning, wch you did 
me the favour to fend me in your letter of 
the 22 Febr.

In my laft letter, I believe, that in the 
character I gave of the old Earle oi Cla- 
rendon, I omitted two or three words 
through рай and inadvertance, wch I was 
not fenfible of till after it was fent to the 
pot-houfe, where 1 fpeak of his great 
judgment in matters of civil prudence, 
having then in my thoughts his accurate 
knowiedge of the lawes of his country, 
in the ftadyes he had been bred, and his 
upright and dexterous management of the 
feale during the time of his being chan- 
sellour, as well as his comprehentive {kill 
inthe Arcana [трети whilft he managed 


the great truft of being firft and cheife 
minifter of ftate. It had been happy for 
the whole nation, if the king, his mafter, 
had followed his wife, honeft, and faith- 
full counfels, and had not facrificed hun 
tothe envy and malice of flattering and 
defigning courtiers, whofe naughty pro- 
je& he oppofed with great courage and 
zcale, and to the revenge of а lultfyl wo- 
man, who had then to great an influence 
upon the king : the jointly confpiring in

which derives its excellency from the 
powers of the imagination, and from 
ingenious fiction, to do with Reafon ? or 
with Truth?

Poet, we are told, is not obliged to fpeak 
with the exattnefs of Philofophy, but 
with the liberty of Poetry *."

Thus in the next verfe, with 
a noble daring, which breaks through the 
dull regularity of nature, and a greatnefs 
of mind, which di!dains the reftraints of 
fyftem, we find him making the vivid 
planets roll round the fatellite of a planet, 

and that one not of the frit order: 


ét Around her throne the vivid planets roll.” 


This ftriking innovation, or rather im- 
yovement, as I fuppofe we muti call it, 
falls under the fame clais as that before con- 
fidered— the different arrangement of the 
ideas ufed iu common.

А quick perception of the nicer and 
more minute diffrences in the appear- 
ances of things, and the power of de- 
fcribing them with fuch colouring of ex- 
pretfion as to fet the objet before the eye 
of the reader, are confidered amongft the 
füreft charaSeriftics of real genius +. 
Pope's admirers will not fail to difcover 
this diftinguithing exccliency of the true 
Poet in the fine example of his matteriy 
performance now before us. Tn the text 
it is fimply frid, that the foretts with the 
towers and cliffs Appear. Pope had too 
much of real genius to content himfel£ 
with this mere enumeration of the feveral 
objects brought into view.  Hetherefore 
darkens the trees, and clothes them with 
3 yellower verdure, while he tips every 
mountain’s head with filver. The word 
yellower is not, I prefume, ufed here 
comparatively, with relation to any other 
object ; but, as is not unufual with the 
beft writers, diminutively: ycllower, 2 е. 
rather, or inclining to, yellow. 

After viewing the clifs and огей 
under the rich colovring, which Pope has 
thrown over them, we are perhaps rather 
furprifed to obferve, as we go on, the 
rocks without any embeilifument again 
ring into profpe&t, Homer, in his plain 
account, feems to have done as much as 
this iimfelf. Enough, however, has been 
fuperadded to make a great improvement ; 
and Pope drew his ideas from his own 
ftores. Does not the partial fhade, which 
here, aimidit the furrounding fplendor, 
incets-your eye rather unexpeétedly, re- 
mind you where the fame tone of celcur- 
ing is applied more regularly on ancther 
occafion, in a charming paflage, which we

The office, in 
which the Poet engages Melancholy, 
whom he beautifully imperionates, is 
exactly ішікі to. her nature and cha- 
racter : her influence {preads over every 
object within view; and the dark tints 
which fhe throws round her, are every 
where preferved, unvaried and unbroken, 
throughout the whole fcene. Do you 
not here difcover where the Tranflator 
dipped his pencil for the yellower ver- 
dure? which he has thed with fuch won- 
derful effect over the gark trees in this 
admired Night. piece. 

I am pleafed with the opportunity of 
pretenting to you fuch а fample of ex- 
quiüte painting.

I am difpofed, you know, to depend 
very much on Homer’s accuracy of 
painting, and fhould not therefore be 
саШу induced to give up an image, which 
he has prefented to us, in exchange for 
another, which I can {сагсе]у períuade 
myleif to think equally proper. ` Whe- 
ther Pope had at any time an opportunity 
of contemplating fuch a night-{cene as 
Homer deicribes in {o malíterly а man- 
ner, with every object belonging to it, I 
do not know: it will, I believe, be ge- 
n:rally allowed by thofe who have, that 
he has not exactly taken his views from 
nature. By moonlight, or rather ítzr- 
light, as itis in Homer, the vales, en- 


compaffed by woods and mountains, are 
fo far from fhiung as to be Ícarecly 
difcernible. Ihe fummits of the hills, 
and the tops of the trees, with their ex-

It is rather whimfical that the inge- 
nious Effayit, whom 1 before introduced 
to your acquaintance, and with whom I 
am glad to find you fo much pleated, in 
his profe-tranílation, which he meant no 
doubt for an exaét copy cf the original, 
has admitted with Pope the interpolated 
vales у which he has rendered fill. more 
ftriking by the repetition ot the numeral 
adjeclive every, and by the addition of 
the 1ntenfitive adverb siffindtly. Every 
hill, every valley, and every Югей is 
difiinérly leen. Не drops alfo with Pope 
the words repeated by Homer, in order 
to keep alive and enforce more ftrongly 
the leading idea, which he meant to im- 
prets.

AN ESSAY ON BIOGRAPHY AND EGOTISM IN WRITING. 


BY JOHN®DAVIS.

ЭНЕКЕ is perhaps no kind of com- 
< pohtion more deleétable than Bio- 
graphy, or the writing of the lives of 
individuals. If well executed, it is a 
faithful mirror of life, and we recognize 


in it our virtues and weakneffes, our 
tempers and affections. It is more de- 
lightiul than Biftory, as the Biographer 
can with propriety deicend to the do- 
mejtic habits, the peculiarities, the cha- 


ж M.de Rochefort, V. i, p. 651. 
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rateriftic traits, of the perfon whofe life 
he defcribes ; which the Hiftorian cannot 
do without a diminution of that dignity 
which fhould breathe in his narration, 
and; is required to fupport his page. 

Biography has an irrefittible charm 
which takes pofleffion of the imagination 
by briuging before it the шой рЈеабпе 
mages. It developes the paflions of the 
tuman heart, comes home to men's bo- 
loms, exhibits the fallibility of our na- 
ture, and (if I may ше the expreflion) 
reconciles us to ourfelves. 

In Plutarch's Lives we find, to cite 
the words of Heinfius, compeadium eru- 
ditionis, prudentis thefaurum; an epi- 
tome of learning, and a treafury of pru- 
dence. Plutarch certainly pofleffed a nice 
difcrimination of charaéter, and was a 
very fit arbiter of things.» His volumes 
are adapted to every {tation of life, and 
every diverfity of age. They deliver 
rules for conduét, and precepts for aétion ; 
they are not lefs adapted to inflru& the 
Legiflator, than to inform the School- 
boy. Plutarch is not dazzled by the 
glare of action, but contemplates his 
characters іп folitude and retirement. 
He gives us a faithful рі аге of human 
nature, and as Roufleau has obferved 
with much telicity of expreffion, be repre- 
Sents mankind im their night-gowns and 
flippers. 

Suetonius has produced a work of 
Biography, which is not without great 
information. Не does not abound with 
the deep remarks or the fagacious reafon- 
ing of Tacitus, but the accuracy wich 
which his fasts are recorded enables us 
to eftablifh our reflections upon the bafis 
of truth. His lives, however, are prin- 
cipally a recital of luft and debauchery ; 
a picture of fcenes that difgrace and vil- 
Шу nature ; a defcription of actions that 
the foul of man reccils at. 

Our own countrymen have given us 
feveral biographical works, which will 
afford an inexhauftible fource of pleafure 
and inftruétion. 

It belongs to the Biographer to enliven 
his narrative with well-feie&ed anecdote, 
and to footh the fancy with the images of 
«істес life. Johnfon, in his life of 
Milton, not only deícribes the public 
actions, but watches the modes of itudy, 
the progreís of the compofitions of that 
fublime Poet, and views him in his 
habits of dome(tic privacy. 

** Being driven from all public ftations 
(ays the Biographer), Milton is yet too 
great not to be traced by curiofity to his 
retirement, where he has been found by 
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Mr. Richardfon, the fondeft of his ad- 
mirers, fitting before bis door, in a grey 
coat of coarfe cloib, in warm fuliry wea- 
ther, to enjoy the frefb air; and fo, as 
well asin bis own room, receiving ibe 
vits of people of diflinguifbed parts, as 
well as quality. | 

*€ According to another account (con- 
tinues Johufon) he was feen in a fmall 
boufe, neatly ensugh drefid in black 
clothes, fitting in а тоот bung with rufiy 
green; pale but not cadaverous, with 
cbalk-Jlones in bis hands. He faid, that 
if it were not for ihe gout, bis blindness 
шан be tolerable.” 

Such minute circumftances as thefe in 
the life of fo great a man as Milton, are 
admitted with propriety, as every thing 
that can be to!d us of hun will be liftened 
to with rapture ; and Г am of the opinion 
of the Profeffor, who once informed his 
pupils that he felt a gratification in 
knowing even that Milton faflened his 
thoes with latchets. 

Thofe Authors who become their own 
Biographers prefent the world with a 
very agreeable performance in the literary 
hiftory of their ftudies and compofitions. 
lt has been obferved that every man’s 
life is of importance to himfelf, and it 
might be added, that if he has talents 
he may make the deícription of it both 
pleafing and inftruétive to others. 

What delight do we derive from the 
hiftory which Rouffeau, Franklin, Gib- 
bons, and many cther men, eminent for 
their intelleétual endowments, have left 
us of themíelves. With what avidity is 
every page read that contains the recital 
of their own actions. This example of 
felf biography, if I may ше the ex- 
preflicn, has now been fhewn us by the 
той diftinguithed charafters of the Re- 
pubiic of Literature; and will, I hope, 
be imitated by the many fhining geniufes, 
whofe produétions do fo much honour to 
the preient age. 

if a Southey, a Hayley, a Scot, and 
many others whom I could cite as men 
whole conceptions glance from beaven to 
carib, from сағіб to beaven, were to live 
over their years again, and depict in 
faithful colours the tenour of their lives, 
what a fource of intelectual pleafure 
would they open to pofterity. 

Į Ља] now make а tranfition to the 
fubjett of {peaking of one’s felt, or the 
frequent Ше of the pronoun Eco. Ego- 
tihn in writing, fay the Critics, fhould 
be avoided, and this rule Homer never 
tranfgreiles, who is not found to {peak 
of himíelf ; yet no perfon would contider 

the 
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the beauty of his poems diminifhed, but 
on the contrary, I think, rejoice, had the 
Grecian Bard fung fometimes of himfelf; 
told the place of his birth which feven 
Cities contend for, and indulged fre- 
quently in diiclofing whatever related to 
him. 

There are no paffages in Paradife Loft 
that enchain the mind more powerful] 
than thofe extrinfick ones which relate to 

lilton himfelf. We never regret being 
drawn away from the main fubje& to 
hear the Pcet bewail his own fate, he 
does it with fuch heart-moving pity ! 
At the beginning of the Third Book he 
defcants {о pathetically upon his own 
blindnefs, that the man who can read it 
without emotion had better read no more ; 
he cannot poffefs any acquaintance with 
fympathy or feeling. He opens the Book 
with an addrefs to Light, which, after 
fome retrofpeclion, he thus beautiiuily 
addreffes : 
e Thee I revifit fafe, 
< And feel thy fovereign vital lamp; but 
thou 
“© Revifit it not thefe eyes, that roll in vain 
“ “То find thy piercing ray, and find no 
dawn ; 
“ So thick a drop ferene hath quench'd their 
orbs, 
“ Or dim fuffufion veidi”? 


But how tranfcendantly fine, and ex- 
quibtely pathetic, is another part of the 
tame digreflion :

obtaining — Ecclefia(ücal Preferments, 
which is now fo commonly practifed ; I 
have at prefent а few oblervations to 
offer on the conduét of thofe Patrons who 
fell that, which was entru(ted to them to 
be freely given, for the encouragement 
ef piety and learning. 

"Ehe foundation of what I fhall advance 
ол this fubje& is, that a Patron who fells 
the Prefentation toa Benefice, fells that 
to which he himfelf hath no right. I 
Чо not mean to aflert that he hath not a 
power to fll, because, as I hinted in my 


laft letter, the Courts of Law will defend 
him in fo doing ; but that (however pa- 
radoxical it may found) he hath no kind 
of right, either rcafonable, equitable, or 
I think /ega/, tothe thing or property fo 
fold. For what does the corrupt pur- 
chafer buy ? Isit the duty’ of reading 
prayers, and preaching in a particular 
Church, together with that of vifiting

—Certainiy not: the tithes and other 
emoluments are undoubtedly the only 
objetts which regulate the price in the

_ “ The payment of tithes to the Clergy 
18 а practice fo antient, that the time 
cannot be precifely afcertained when it 
was firft introduced into this country. 
It is probably coæval with the planting 
cf Саі апу among the Saxons by 
Auguftin the Monk, about the end of the 
fixth century. But it is traced with 
certainty as far back as the year 786, 
when by a conftitutional decree of a 
Synod then held, the payment cf tithes 
is ftrongly enjoined ; and by a iubir- 
quent law of Біле Alfred, алло goo, a 
penalty was added upon the non-ob- 
lervance; which law of Alfred was again 
enforced by King Athelfian, about the 
year 930. Every man therefore was, by 
the law of the land, bound to pay tithes 
to the Clergy at that time; though, be- 
fore the divifion of parifhes, he might 
pay them towhat Priett he plealed, which 
was called arbitrary confecration, But 
after diocefes were divided into parifhes, 
the tithe of each parish was allotted to 
its particular Miniftler. This divifion 
of pavifhes, and even of mother-churches, 
is exprefsly mentioned in a law of King 
Edgar, ammo 970: dentur omnes decime, 
primarie eccloffee ad quam parochia per- 
Huet." — BLACKSTONE. 

The right of the Clergy therefore to 
tithes—1 mean the right they can claim 
by human laws, is, Í prefume, prior to 
the right which any man at this day hath 
to his eftate. The property of every 
eftate, in all probability, hath been often 
changed fince the firft, or indeed the 1ай, 
of thefe periods. Now every man that 
purchafeth an eftate fubje&t to tithes, as 
every man muft that hath purchafed land 
(not exempt) fince the year 786, takes 
it fubjeét to that incumbrance, and pays 
fo much the lefs for it on that account; 
as, on the other hand, he that purchafeth 
land which more modern laws (with what 
reafon Г Ма not now епнге) have 
exempted from tithes, pays fo much the 
more for it, for a fimilar rea(on. So 
likewife, every farmer who rents land 
fubject to tithes, pays fo much the lefs 
rent for it on that account; and if he 
rent land which is tithe-free, he pays the 
landlord as much additional rent for it as 
the tithe is worth. Thefe principles ad- 
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mitted will lead to an undeniabie in- 
ference, which is, that by the payment 
of tithes, no layman, whether landlord or 
tenant, contributes any thing, 097 of bts 
exon property, towards the maintenance 
of the Clergy ; but they are maintained 
principally, though not entirely, by that 
quit-rent which God hath referved out of 
all lands almoít from the creation, and 
which hath becn recognifed and eftab- 
lifhed by the municipal laws of this 
kingdom for more than a thoufand years. 
ifthis be the cafe, no layman can fhew 
the fainteft fhadow of right to tithes, 
thofe inttances perhaps excepted, іп which 
the unguided zeal of Reformation placed 
them in lay hands, at the diflolution of 
the Abbeys in the time of King Henry 
the Eighth ; and, of confequence, the 
Patron who fells a Prefentation to а Be- 
refice; which is the right only of the 
Clergy, fells that which, both by law 
and reafon, belongs not to him. ‘Phe 
rightto tithes belongs to the Clergy in 
general; the right of patronage is only 
to determine what particular Clerk fhall 
enjoy fuch a particular portion of them. 
“Tf the Patron faould take poflefhon of 
the church, church-yard, glebe, or tithe, 
he intrudes ор another man's property ; 
for to thefe the Perfon hath an exclufive 
right." But where this practice of 
felling prefentations prevails, the Patron 
evidently takes the emolument of the 
tithes to himfeif ; the Clerk is only his 
tenant or leffee, juít as if he had purchafed 
a fingle life on fo much temporal eftate. 
That this practice is contrary to rea- 
fon is, I fuppofe, fufficiently evident ;— 
how far it is confonant to the principles 
of law, the following particulars may 
ай us ‘to determine: Simony is not 
punifhable iv a criminal way at the com- 
mon law; it being thought fufficient to 
leave the Clerk to eccle/faffica! cenfures. 
But as thefe did not affect the Simoniacal 
Patron, nor were efficacious enough to 
repel the notorious praétice of the thing, 
divers Adis cf Parliament have been 
made to refirain it by пой forfeitures, 
which the modern prevailing uiage with 
regard to fpiritual preferments, as Black- 
ftone with juf indignation obierves;, call 


‘aloud to be put in execution. 


By the ttatute 41. Eliz. ch. 6. it is, 
for avoiding of Simony, enasted, Chat 
ifany Patron, for money, or any other 
corrupt confideration or promile, directly 
or indire@tly given, fball prefent any 
perfon to an eccletfiadica! Benefice, both 

the 
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the giver and taker fhall forfeit two 
years value of fuch Benefice, one moiety 
tothe King, and the other to any one 
that will fue for the fame; and fuch 
prefentation fhall be void, and the Pre- 
ientee be rendered incapable for ever of 
enjoying the fame Benefice, and the 
Crown fhall prefent to it pro bac vice.” 
And by а fubtequent ftatute, 12. Ann. 
ligne Irons Ому perton, for money 
or profit, fhall procure in his own name, 
or the name of any other, the next pre- 
fentation to any living ecclefiaftical, and 
fhall be prefented thereupon, it is de- 
clared to be а Simoniacal contract, and 
the party is fubjected to all the ессіе- 
fiaftical penalties of Simony ; is difabled 
from holding the Benefice ; and the pre- 
{entation devolves to the Crown.” 

So that by the зт. Eliz. both the ‘cor- 
rupt Giver and the corrupt Taker forfeit 
each two years value of the Benetice ; 
the Giver's Prefentee is for ever excluded 
from enjoying that Benefice, and the 
Taker lofes his prefentaticn for that 
turn. And by 12. Anne, if a Clerh 
purchafe a next prefentation (in whofe 
name the purchaie is made it fignities 
not), and be thereupon prefented at any 
future time, it is Simony bv. the Jester 
of the law, as well as by the /pirit of it ; 
and though he may perhaps contrive to 
avoid the eccleíiaftical penalties of Si- 
mony, I doub: he muft {till carry about 
him the guilt of wilful and corrupt per- 
jury. 
Thefe laws then feem fufüciently clear 
and exprefs ; but a fubterfuge hath been 
invented to evade the force of the /a/ter 
of them. A Clerk purchafes an advow- 
fon, and fells it again, referving the next 
prefentation ; or perhaps waits for а va- 
cancy, and is inftituted before he fells 
the advowfon. I call this by the dif- 
graceful name of fubterfuge, becaufe 
every man who does it тай be conícious

But I am inadvertently recurring to 
the fubje&t of my former letter; let me 
seturn to the Simoniacal Patron. To 
make pecuniary advantage of that which 
is the exclufive right of another, is fuch 
manifeft injuftice that one may well 
wonder that men of liberal fentiments in 
other points fhould not be afhamed of it. 
But fay they, we take no oaths againit 
Simony, let the Parfons look to that, 
whilft we pocket the money. To this I 
have one reply to make: valeat euantum; 
valere debet. The Patron is a prin- 
cipal in the fuppofed tranfaction ; a 
tranfaétion which could not potiibly have 
ехійса without his being a party in it ; 
a tranfaction which he is fully aware 
muft inevitably caufe another perlon to 
incur the guilt of perjury! How fara 
Patron, under thefe circumftances, is a 
partaker of his clerical affociate's guilt, 
is a queftion that furely merits iome 
confideration, and I leave it for the con- 
fcience of every ferious perfon to refolve 
it for himfelf. 

А remedy adequate to the evil here 
complained of is a thing much to be 
deiired ; and until a better is fuggefted, 
I fubmit the following to the judgment 
of your readers :—By the penalties laid 
on the corrupt Patron, as well as on the 
Simoniacal Clerk, in the ftatutes above- 
mentioned, I think it clearly appears to 
be the intention of the law, that Be- 
ne&ces Шоша not be bought or fold иол 
any occafion whatever. И Yam wrong 
in this interpretation, fome of your 
Correfpondents wil] doubtlefs have the 
goodnefs to fet me rigni.

OF 
JOHN WILKES, ESQ. 


HIS Gentleman, at one period of 
à his life, obtained a very dangerous 
Influence over the minds of the people ; 
his name was futhcient to blow up the 
flames of fedition, and excite the lower 
orders of the community to atts of vio- 
lence againft his opponents in a manner 
fomething allied to madnefs. ^ After 
great viciflitudes of fortune he found 
himfelf placed in а (tate of independance 
and affluence; gradually declined from 
the popularity he had acquired, and at 
lait terminated a turbulent life in a ftate 
cf neglected quiet. Reviewing the pre- 
lent ftate of the country, and comparing 
it with that in which he began his 
exertions, though fome advantages may 
be placed to his account, we hefitate in 
giving him credit for thofe beneficial 
confequences which his admirers are apt 
to aleribe to him. We believe he was 
a patriot chiefly from accident, a fuc- 
celsful one it muf, be owned, but not 
originating in principle. 

He was born the 28th of O&ober 
1727 *: his father was a diftiller, who 
had raifed himfelf from a low fituation 
to aflluence by his bufinefs, which he 
carried оп in the neighbourhood of St. 
John Street, near the Hlington Road, 
where this his eldeit fon firt drew his 
breath. Mr. Wilkes the elder was a 
churchman, but Mrs. Wilkes a diffenter ; 
and the perfon employed about the edu- 
cation of their fon was a Prefbyterian 
divine. His early connexions were there- 
fore amongft the diffenters, and thefe 
were in fomevmeafure ‘confirmed by an 
ешіу marriage, before the year 1750, 
with Miís Meade, a lady who with her 
family held the fame religious tenets.

She was certainly a large fortune, but 
unhappily half as cld again as Mr.

He was admired as an 
extremely civil and compiaifant hufband, 
rather cold, but exaétly well bred, and 
fet an exampie of polite and obliging 
behaviour in his family, which many of 
thofe who find fault with him would do 
well to imitate. Нег reputation is un- 
Ípotted, and fhe fill poffefles Mr. 
Wilkes’s efteem, theugh I believe no 
great Шаге of his tendernefs." This 
lady died the 4th of April 1784, and 
the newipapers cf the day faid that a 
conciliatory interview had taken place 
between her and her hufband a fhort time 
betore her death. Mrs. Meade her mother 
died the 14th cf January 1769. 

Before Mr. Wilkes’s marriage he had 
travelled abroad with great advantage, 
and in the courfe of his travels became 
intimate with the celebrated Andrew 
Baxter, * whofe admirable metaphyiics, 
ellablifhed on the phyfics of Newton, 
neglected as they are, will (fays War- 
burton) be deemed ag great a difhonour 
to the wifdem of this арг, as the neglect 
of Milton's poetry was to the wit of the 
paf." With this author he eftablifhed 
a friendfhip which lated during Mr. 
Baxter’s life f, and on the publication

After Mr. Wilkes's marriage he fet- 
tled at Aylefbury, and cultivated letters 
and agreeable fociety for feveral years 
with little attention to economy, if not 
with a total difregard to it. He feems at 
this period to have had no intention of 
making himfelf confpicuous in public 
life, and probably, had he not embar- 
rafled his circumítances, might have 
paffed through the world known only to, 
and admired by, a private circle of 
friends. His manners were elegant, his 
hofpitality engaging, and his converfation 
inffru&tive and entertaining. Ву his 
neighbours he was much efteemed, and 
by his friends beloved ; and with the 
nobility and gentry of the county he 
lived on terms of intimacy and equality. 
He had arrived nearly at the age of 
twenty-feven before he made a fingle 
effort to energe from the fituation of a 
private gentleman. At length the Ge- 
neral Election in the year 1754. prompted 
him to become a candidate for a feat in

joys beyond any in the world. I fhall 
act fteadily on thefe principles, and there- 
fore I hope for the honour of your pro- 
tection and encouragement, and fhall en- 
deavour to convince you of my fincereft 
regards and warmeft gratitude."

Wilkes an opportunity of amufing a few 
of his friends at the expence of our 
learned Lexicographer, who had afferted 
in the Grammar of the Englith Tongue, 
prefixed to that work, that “ H feldom,

to prove that the remark was unfounded. 
It began, ** The Author of this obfer- 
vation muít be a man of quick appre- 
henfion, and of a той compre-benfive 
genius," &c.

At this period a feries of diffipation 
had much deranged Mr. Wilkes's af- 
fairs, but his extravagance ЙШ con- 
tinued. On the railing the militia in 
1757, he obtained a сотни оп in the 
corps belonging to his own county of 
Buckingham ; he indulged himíelf in 
many excefles which his then mature age 
furnifhed no apology for; he became a 
member of a celebrated fociety which 
held its orgies at Mednemham in Buck- 
inghamfhire * ; and before the year 1760 
had become fo involved, that. he had 
practifed many expedients to obtain 
money, which we are afraid would not 
bear examination T. Still, however, his 
agreeable qualities remained ; he was 
careffed by fome, pitied by others, and 
admired by all. Y

The Author of the beautiful poem of 
‘The Dying Negro,’ was at the Bar, 
and practiied chiefly in the Court of 
Chancery and at the Rolls, in each of 
which Courts he had received compli- 
ments from thofe who prefided there for

engaged. Не likewife went the Home 
Circuit, and by his knowledge in a par- 
ticular point of criminal law faved the 
life of a culprit, as the Judge affured 
him *, 

Diffatis&ed with the fuccefs of a cele- 
brated dramatic writer of our times, he 
turned fome of the lines from a tragedy 
of his into Latin verle, and pretended 
that the Author had berrowed his lines 
from them. The Author erroneoufly 
accufed a Gentleman of great critical 
acumen of the trick, and became exe 
tremely angry. 

In that exquifite piece of humour, 
‘The Hiftory of Joel Collier,” he had 
fome hand. He contefled to a friend of 
his, that the MS. was fent to him out 
of the country, the compofition of more 
perfons than one, and that he revifed the 
fheets, and occafionally added fomething 
to it. 

He very often wrote on political fub- 
jects and others, in the Public Advertifer, 
under different fignatures. Не took a 
very active part in the defence of the late 
Sir John Fielding's character, when he 
was attacked for having very humanely 
and very wifely endeavoured to prevent 
the reprefentation of that dangerous 
performance * ‘The Beggars Opera.’ Sir 
John Fielding fent for Mr. Bickneil, 
thanked him very much for the kindnefs 
he had done him, and in the firongelt 
manner affured him of the confant in- 
tegrity of his character as a Magittrate, 
and of the purity of his intentions, and 
the cleanneís of his hands, requefting 
him to examine the books of his ofüce

Something ftruck him during the trial, which, as amicus

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with refpet to money matters for many 
years рай. This Mr. Bicknell refufed ; 
and returned from the fagacious Ma- 
piltrate highly pleafed, and convinced 
that he was beyond fufpicion, and clear 
in his dignified and uleful office *. 

Mr. Bicknell was an elegant writer in 
proie and verfe. His * Familiar Let- 
ters,' by their eafe and fprightlinefs, were 
models of epiftolary writing. 


SIR GEORGE STAUNTON, ВАВТ. 


This benevolent and acute Baronet 
-had the honour and happinefs to prevent 
the effufion of human blood in the Eaft 
Indies, in the year 1782. The Peace 
had been- figned between England and 
France at Paris in that year, of which 
the French Commander in the Indies 
either was or affected to be ignorant. 
Sir George, however, with that power 
of addreís, coolnefs of temper, and per- 
fuafive eloquence which he fo eminently 
poffeffes, prevailed upon the French 
Commander, M. de Suffrein, to: forego 
thofe adventages which his peculiar fitu- 
ation had afforded him againft the Eng- 
lifh, and to poitpone till another oppor- 
tunity the miferies of war, but too often 
recurring between the two Nations, 
The benediction beftowed upon the peace- 
makers, Sir George шой eminently de- 
ferves ; and would to Heaven, that in 
thefe times his magic tongue were again 
found, and again employed to effectuate 
tne moft falutary of ali purpofes, pre- 
vention of the havoc and the deitruction 
of the human race !

This excellent and exemplary Tutor 
of —— — College, Oxon, was afked by 
a' father, a few years ago, what allow- 
ance he fhould make to his fon at the 
Univerfity ?

OBSERVATIONS AND EXPERIMENTS ON THE NATURE AND 
FORMATION OF VEGETABLE EARTH, OR SOIL. 


BY 


Y Vegetable Soil we mean that which 
forms a covering to moft parts of 

the Globe, and in which all vegetables 
grow, multiply, and are nourifhed : it is 
itíelf totaliy formed of decayed animal 
and vegetable fubftances ; it is of dif- 
ferent colours in different places, ac- 
‘cording to the different fubftances which 
have grown and decayed upon it. When 
‘itis pure 1t 1s capable of being burnt, 
and in Scotland it is the fuel mok gene- 
rally ufed, and goes under the name of 
Peat. It is of different depths in dif- 
ferent places, from one inch to between 
twenty and thirty feet, When examined 
minutely, we find it compofed of fmall 
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pieces of decayed vegetables ; and even 
Pitcoal itíelf appears to be formed by 
vegetable matter, decompofed under par- 
ticular circumítances. Оп examining 
{оте pieces of Coal, ‘уе often perceive 
the appearance of ligneous particles $ 
but the true proceís through which the 
wood muit have gone before it affumed 
this foflil паре, we cannot determine. 
We find Oak, which has long been 
buried under ground, affume the hardnefs 
of Coal; this is often dug out of the 
moffes in Scotland, where it goes by the 
name of Black Oak. І have feer fome 
of thofe Oak-itakes which were found 
in laying the foundation of a bridge

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over the Thames, and which are {aid to 
have been drove in there by Julius 
Caíar, to have aflumed the brittlenefs 
and hardnefs of Coal. The quick in- 
creafe of vegetable earth is furprifing in 
many places ; particularly near Dumfries 
there is a place called Lochermofs, which 
evidently appears to have been an arm 
of the fea, from boats and anchors having 
been dug up there by the common 
people. Coins have likewiíe been found 
in it, twenty or thirty feet below the 
furface of the vegetable foil; fome of 
which denote the days of Agricola. The 
bottom of this Mofs is totally compofed 
of fea fand : I have feen large Oak and 
Pine trees dug out of it ina high fate 
of prefervation, and had the appearance 
of wood newly cut ; but the Pine feemed 
to contain more rofin than the Pine which 
grows in our climate, and fplinters of it 
аге шей by the common people as 
torches : nuts are likewife found in thefe 
Mofles in a high ftate of prefervation. 
It is a curious fact that in whatever 
part of thefe moorifh grounds, provided 
that the furface be dry, we lay down 
limeftone or other calcareous earth, the 
common produétion, which is heath, will 
be deftroyed, and white clover {pring up 
in its place, although there was not a 
grain of white clover within many miles 
of the fpot. ‘The knowledge of this 
might be a valuable acquirement to 
phiofophers, who maintain the theory 
of the fpontaneous generation of vege- 
tables and animalcule. The fact is 10 
weil known in this country, that the 
farmer has only to lime his land, and it 
produces abundance of this plant, which 
is an excellent paíture for his cattle. 1 
wili now attempt to prove by Experi- 
ment, that both vegetables and animals 
add to the foil, inftead of diminifbing it; 
or that the vegetable mould affords little 
more than a vehicle to the pabulum or 
iced of plants ; as I Ља] endeavour to 
prove that Nature, by a certain regular 
procefs, is capable of turning both Air 
and Water into Earth, and thereby muit 
increafe the magnitude of our Globe. 
EXPERIMENT THE FIRST. 
Iexpofed a quantity of Earth or Soil 
in a furnace, where I kept it in a red 
heat for nearly twelve hours. I took it 
out and weighed it, I found it to be 
fourteen pounds and a half. I put it 
into a large garden pot, and having fuf- 
ficiently watered it for vegetation, I 
planted in it three tree Mallows: the 
Mallows in all, when planted, weighed 
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twenty-two grains. I kept them there 
for four months in the fummer feafon, 
during which time they grew and flou- 
rifhed ; at the end of which period I took 
them up and dried them carefully. On 
weighing them I found them to be above 
one pound and a half. I tock the Earth 
which was in the pot, and kept it twelve 
hours in a furnace as before, and on 
weighing it I found it had only loft oze 
quarter of an ounce, which might be loft 
in making the Experiment. By this we 
fee that the Earth mutt have gained 
confiderably in its weight during this 
fhort period. From this we fee that 
Plants are able to convert Water into 
Vegetable Earth. Since I made this 
Experiment I find that it was made by 
Hales on а Willow, which increafed in 
five years fo much as to weigh fifty 
pounds, without the diminution of the 
Earth in which it grew. We are led to 
conjecture, from the Experiment, that 
molt of the Vegetable Earth of this 
Globe is, by the powers of vegetation, 
formed from Air, Water, and Light, 
and we find the increafe to be very great. 
The next queftion that occurred to me 
was, whether Vegetables had the power 
of converting Water into Earth, or 
whether or not the Water only aéted as 
а ftimulus to the Plants, fo as го caule 
an increafe of their parts, without being 
of itlelf much diminifhed in proportion 
to the increafe of the Plant, in the fame 
manner as an acid ftimulates the mouth 
to fecrete faliva, without any part of the 
acid entering into the compofition of the 
faliva: but that Water is diminifhed by 
the growth of Plants, appears probable ; 
for when a Plant has abforbed water, it 
attracts the hydrogene from it, which 
forms their inflammable principle, and 
throws off the oxigene, and in this mode 
they purify the air. As the animal and 
what is called the vegetable life is the 
fame in their manner of increafe and 
growth, I was led to make the following 
Experiment to inveftigate the fubje&. 


EXPERIMENT THE SECOND. 

I took two pieces of inufcular flefh of 
equal weight aud nearly of the fame 
fhape, that when evaporation tcok place 
they might have equal furfaces expofed 
totheair. I then fixed them to a piece 
of wocd, which I took care to balance 
juftly. On one piece of the mutcular 
Вей I put a number of the eggs of the 
common flefh-fly. During the fpace of 
three days the meat kept an equilibrium ; 
but on the fourth, the опе on which I 

put 
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put the eggs preponderated very con- 
liderably ; on the fifth more, and more, 
during the increafe of the maggots, and 
till all the flefh was deftroyed, which was 
inaboutetght or nine days. This fhews 
that animals poflefs a power of attracting 
fomething from the air, and that they 
increafe, or give more to the earth, than 
they take away from it; that is, they 
convert fome fpecies of air,’ perhaps 
azotic, into a folid earthy fubitance. 
On colle&ing and weighing the maggots, 
their weight amounted to as much as the 
flcfh meat on which they lived, while on 
the other hand, the piece of meat on 
which no eggs were placed had loit one 
quarter of its weight by evaporation, or 
Чесотрой ют by incipient putrefa£tion 
taking place. Ву thefe Experiments 
it evidently appears that animals as well 
as plants draw fomething from the air, 
which by fome unknown power they 
convert into a folid mafs ; and that not 
above one half of the water which they 
abiorb is converted into a vegetable’ or 
animal fubftance ; but that the water 
operates as a ftimulus, exciting their or- 
ganized particles into aétion. This was 
evidentiy the cafe in the laft Experiment, 
for the maggots were three days in hatch- 
ing, during which time a confiderable 


evaporation took place from the furface. 


of the meat; yet notwithítanding this, 
they were found equal in weight to the 
original fubitance on which they had been 
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fed. It therefore appears, that water 
and heat are the principal agents in ra- 
ture in growth, generation, and multi- 
plication, both of the animal and vege- 
table kingdoms. А curious inftance of 
this occurs in a bov who was fweated 
down fora horfe-race: the night before 
the race he*swas weighed, after which 
they gave him a bifcuit and a Ипа glats 
of wine ; *but to their great aftoniihment, 
when he was weighed in the morning, 
they found he had gained half а ftone in 
weight: Did not this wine and bifcuit 
act as a ftimulus in exciting that parti- 
cular action, which was the cauíe of the 
abforption of fomething trom the air? 
People are known to grow fat upon 
nothing but ftrong beer: the coal- 
beavers about London area good exampie 
of this, they are generally гобой, and 
few of them are great eaters, generally 
living upon porter: Is not this to be 
affigned to the effe& of its Rimulating 
quality, as in the former cafe? From 
the above it appears that animals and 
vegetables have a power of creating and 
increafing earth, and that they add every 
year a ftrata of earth to our globe, both 
calcareous, argillaceous, and vegetable. 
And it is a probable conjecture, that the 
fame power which at prefent increafes it, 
is the power by which it was firft formed, 
that is, the principle of Life!

CHARACTER OF RUBENS, 


BY THE LATE SIR JOSHUA REYNOLDS. 


[TAKEN FROM HIS WORKS, LATELY PUBLISHED BY MR. MALONE.] 


РНЕ works of Men of Genius alone, 

where great faults are united with 
great beauties, afford proper matter for 
cyiticifm. Genius is always eccentric, 
bold, and daring ; which, at the fame 
time that it commands attention, is fure 
to provcke criticifm. It is the regular, 
cold, and timid compofer who сісарев 
cenfure, and deferves no praife. 

The elevated fituation on which Ru- 
bens ftands in the efteem of the-world, 
is alone a fufficient reafon for fome exa- 
mination of his pretenüons. 

. His fame is extended over a great part 
of the Continent, without a rival; and 
и may be ау faid, that he has en- 
riched his Country, not in a figurative 
fenie only, by the great examples of Art 
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which he left, but by what fome would 
think a more folid advantage, the wealth 
arifing from the concourfe of Ќгапрегѕ 
whom his works continually invite to 
Antwerp, which. would otherwife have 
little to reward the vifit of a Con- 
noilleur. 

To the City of Dueteldorp he has been 
an equal benefactor. The Gallery of that 
City is confidered as containing" one of 
the greateit Collection of Pictures in the 
World; but if the works of Rubens 
were taken from it, I will venture to 
aflert, that this great Repofitory would 
be reduced to at leat half its value. 

To extend bis glory ІНІ farther, be 
gives to Paris one of its moft friking 
teatures, the Luxembourg Gallery ; and 
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if to thefe we add the many Towns, 
Churches, and private Cabinets, where 
a fingle Picture of Rubens confers emi- 
nence, we cannot hefitate to piace him 
in the firit rank of iluftrious Painters. 

Though -I ІНІ entertain the fame 
general opinion both in regard ќо his 
excellencies and. his defects. yet having 
now feen his greateft cape itions, where 
he had more means of difplaying thofe 
parts of his art in which he particularly 
excelled, my eftimation of his genius is 
of connie А, ут only in large 
compolitions that his powers feem to 
have гост to expand themfelves. They 
really іпсгезіе in proportion to the fize 
of the canvas on which they. are to be 
cilplayed. His tuperiority is not feen 
іп calel pictures, nor even in detached 
parts of his greater works, which are 
feidom eminently beautiful. It dees not 
Jie in ап attitude, or in any peculi ar 
expreflion, but in the general etfect—in 
the genius which pervades and illumi- 
nates the whole. 

I remember to have obíerved, in а 
Ре of Diatreci, which I faw in a 
private Cabinet at Brullcls, the contrary 
ейесі. In that performance there ap- 
peared to be a total abfence of this per- 
vading genius ; though every individual 
Жемге, was correctly ME and to the 
action of each as careful an attention 
was paid, as if it were а fet Academy 
figure. Неге (сетей to be nothing left 
to chance; all the nymphs (the fubje& 
was the Bath of Diana) were what the 
ladies call im attitudes ; yet, without 
being able to cenfure it Dr imncorreétnets, 
ог any other detect, І thought it one of 
the coldeft and той infipid Pictures I 
Ever beheld. 

‘The works of Rubens have that pe- 
euliar proper s always attendant on Ge- 
nius, to attract attention, and enforce 
sidmitation, in fpite of all their faults. 
Ft is owing to this fafcinating power, 
that the performances of thofe “Painters 
with which he is furrounded, though 
they have perhaps fewer defects, уе: ap- 
pear fpiritlefs, tame, and infipid ; fuch 
us the altar-pieces of e Um 
Segers, Heylens, Tyiens, Van e 
They are done by me 
whole hands, and indeed all their fa. 
culties, appear to have been cramped and 
confined; and it is evident, that every 
thing they did was the efivct of great 
labour and pains. T'he productions of 
Rubens on:the contrary, feem to flow 
with a freedom aud prodigality, as if 
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they сой him nothing; and to ihe ge- 
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neral animation of the compofition, there 
is always a correfpondent fpirit in the 
execution of the werk. The ftriking 
brilliancy of his colours, and their lively 
oppofition to each other, the flowing 
liberty and freedom of his outline, the 
animated pencil with which every object 
is touched, all contribute to awaken and 
keep alive the attention of the fpeClator у 
awaken in him, in (оте meafure, cor- 
refpondent ВД, and make him feck 
a degree of that enthufiafm with which 
the Painter was carried away. To this 
we may add the complete unifermity in 
all the parts of the work, fo that the 
whole feems to be e 523 and grow 
out of one mind; every thing is of а 
piece, and fits its place. Even his {ане 
of drawing, and of form, appesrs to 
зоре үе better with his colouring an 
compofition, than if he had adopted any 
other manner, though tliat manner, fim- 
ply contidered, might be better: it is 
here as in. perional attractions ; y, thue 38 
frequently found a certain agreement and 
sorrefpondence іп the whole together, 
which is often more captivating than 
mere regular beauty. 
Rubens appears to have had that con- 
fidence in himfeli, which it is neceflary 
for every Artift to affume, when he has 
fintihed his fludies, and may venture in 
{сте meaiure to throw айде the fetters 
of authority; to confider the rules as 
fubje& to his controul, and not himfelf 
fuübje&t to the rules; to rifk and to dare 
extraordinary attempts without a guide, 
abandoning himfelf to his own fenfations, 
and depending upon them. To this con- 
fidence mult be imputed that originality 
of manner by which he may be truly fid 
to have extended the limits of the art. — 
After Rubens had made up his manner, 
he never looked out of himfelf for affift- 
ance: there is confequently very little 
і his works that appears to be taken 
frin other Mafters. If he has borrowed 
any thing, he has had the addrefs хо 
change and adapt it fo well to the ret of 
his werk, that the theft is пос dil- 
бук 
Belle the excellency of Rubens in 
thele general pcwers, he poffefled the true 
art of ioe ape — Не faw the objects of 
Nature with a Painter’s eye; he faw at 
once the predominant feature by which 
every obje& is known and diftinguithed ; 
and as [осп as feen, it was executed cam 
a facility that is aftonifhing ; and let me 
add; chis facility is to а Painter, when 
he clofely examines a picture, a fource of 
great pleafure.—How far this excellence 
4 may 
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тпау be perceived or felt by thofe who 
are not Painters, 1 know not: to them 
certainly if is not enough that objects 
be truly repref-nted ; they mult likewile 
be reprefented with grace; which means 
here, that the work is done with facility, 
and without effort. Rubens was, per- 
baps, the greateft Mafter in the mecha- 
nical part of the Art, the Бей workmaa 
with his tools that ever exerciled а 
pencil. 

This part of the Art, though it does 
not hold a rank with the powers of in- 
vention, of giving charaéter and ex- 
pretfion, has yet in it what may be called 
genius. It is certainly fomething that 
cannot be taught by words, though it 
may be learned by a frequent examination 
of thofe pictures which poifefs this ex- 
cellence.—It is felt by very few Painters, 
and it is as rare at this time among the 
living Painters, as any of the higher ex- 
cellencies of the Art. 

This power, which Rubens poffefled 
in the highett degree, enabled him to 
reprefent whatever he undertook better 
than any other Painter. — His animals, 
particularly lions and horíes, are fo ad- 
mirable, that it may be faid they were 
never properly reprefented but by him. 
His Portraits rank with the beit works 
of the Painters who have made that 
branch of the Art the fole bufinefs of 
theirlives; and of thofe he has left а 
great variety of {pecimens. The fame 
may be faid of his landícapes ; and 
though Claude Lorrain finithed more 
minutely, as becomes а Profeffor in any 
particular branch, yet there is fuch an 
airineís and facility in the Jandicapes of 
Rubens, that a Painter would as foon 
with to be the author of them, as thole 
of Claude, or any other Artilt whatever. 

The Pi&ures of Rubens have this 
effect on the {peétator, that he feels him- 
felf in no wile diipofed to pick out and 
dwell on his defects. ‘The criticilins 
which are made on him are, indeed, often 
unrealonable. His ttyle ought no inore 
ro be blamed for not having the iub. 
fimity of Michael Angelo, than Ovid 
ота be ceniured becaufe he is not like 
Virgil. 

However, it mut be acknowledged 
that he wanted many exceilencies, which 
would have perfectly united with his Ву, 
Among thole we may reckon beauty їп 
his female characters: fometimes indeud 
they make approaches to it; they aiv 
heaithy and comely women, but feldom, 
if ever, робе any degree of eiegance ; 


the fume may be faid of his young men 
and children: his old men have that fort 
of dignity which a bufhy beard will con- 
fer; but he never poilefed а poetical 
conception of character. Іп his repre- 
fentations of the higheft charaéters in 
the Chriftian or the fabulous world, in- 
fiead of fomething abuve humanity, which 
might fill the idea which is conceived cf. 
fuch beings, the fpectator finds Че 
more than mere mortals, fuch as he meets 
with every day. 

The incorre€tnefs of Rubens, in re- 
gard to his outline, oftener proceeds 
from Бабе and carelefhels, than from 
inability: there are, in his great works, 
to which he feems to have paid more 
particular attention, naked figures, as 
eminent for their drawing as for their 
colouring. He appears to have enter- 
tained a great abhorrence of the meagre 
dry manner of his predeceflors, the old 
German and Flemifh Painters 5 to avoid 
which, he kept his outline large and 
flowing : this, carried to an extreme, 
produced that heavinels which is 10 £rc- 
quently found in his figures. Another 
defect of this great Painter is, his inat- 
tention to the foldings of his drapery, 
efpecially that of his women: it is 
fcarcely ever сай with any choice or 
fkill. 

Carlo Maratti and Rubens are, in this 
relpect, in орройе extremes ; one dif- 
covers too much art in the difpotitions 
of drapery, and the other too little. 
Rubens’s drapery, befides, is not pro- 
perly hiftorical; the quality of the Іші 
of which it is compofed, is too accu- 
rately di(tinguifhed ; -refembling the 
manner of Paul Veronete. This drapery 
is lels offenfive in Rubens than it would 
be in many other Painters, as И partly 
contributes to that richne!s which is the 
peculiar character of his Ку]е, which we 
do not pretend to fet forth as of the molt 
{imple and sublime kind. 

The difference of the manner of Ru- 
bens from that of any other Painter 
before him, is in nothing more diftin- 
guifhable than in his colouring, which is 
totally diferent from that of Titian, 
Corregio, or any of the great colouritis. 
The effect of his Pictures may be nct 
improperly compared to clutters of 
flowers ; all his colours appear as clear 
and as beautiful: at the fame time he 
has avoided that tawdry effect which cne 
would expect duch сау colours to pro- 
duce ; in this respect relembung Barocci 
more than any other Painter. What was 
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faid of an ancient Painter may be applied 
to thofe two Artiiis—that their figures 
Jook as if they fed upon rofes. 

It would һе a curious and a profitable 
ftudy for a Painter, to examine the dif 
‘ference, andle caufe of that difference 
of effect in the works of Corregio апа 
Rubens, both excellent in different ways. 
The preference probably would be given 
accordirg to the different habits of the 
Connoifleur : thole who bad receive 
their firft impreflions from the works of 
Rubens, would cenfure Corregio as heavy; 
and the admirers of Corregio would fay 
Rubens wanted folidity of effect. There 
is lightnefs, airine!s, and facility in Ru- 
bens, his advocates wiil urge, and com- 
paratively a laborious heavinefs in Cor- 
regio ; whole admirers will complain of 
Rubens's manner being carelefs and un- 
Snished, whilt the works ot Corregio 
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are wrought to the higheft degree cf 
delicacy ; and what may be advanced in 
favour of Corregio's breadth cf light, 
will, by his сспіагегѕ, be called affected 
and pedantic. It mutt be obierved, that 
we are {peaking folely of the manner, 
the efic& of the pi¢ture; and we may 
conclude, according to the cuftom. in 
Paftoral Poetry, by beftowinz on each of 
thefeliludrious Painters а garland, with- 
out attributing {uperiority to either. 

To conclude, I will venture to repeat 
in. faveur of Rubens, what I have betore 
faid in regard to the Dutch School—that 
‘thole who cannot ісе the extraordinary 
merit of this great Painter, either have 
a narrow conception of the variety of 
Art, or are led away by the atfeétarion 
of approving nothing but what comes 
trom the Italian School.

ЕісФог of Bavaria, but revived imme- 
diately after under the name of the Union, 
and in a different form all over Germany. 
This aífociation appears to have been 
formed for the exprefs purpofe of rooting 
out all the religious eltablishments, and 
overturning all the exiíting governments 
of Europe. 

‘The tenets and fecret manceuvres of 
this Society, fome of which are not yet 
difcovered, form the стеасей part of the 
prefent Volume. ‘There is however fuf- 
ficient known, to call forth the indig- 
nation of every perlon who profeifes to 
be a friend to religion or virtue, and to 
put every one on iheir guard who knows 
and геірейіз the rights of private pro- 
perty, and of good government. 

We dhall not follow. our Author 
through the various difgufting fchemes 
engendered in the wicked minds of. the 
new philofophers. It is fufücient to ob- 
ferve, that ** The Order was {aid to 
abjure Chriftianity, and to refufe ad- 
miüfion isto the higher degrees to all 
who adhered to any of the three Con- 
feflions. Senfual pleafures were reftored 
to the rank they held in the Epicurean 
phiofophy. Seif-murder was juitied 
on Stoical principles. In the Lodges, 
Death was declared an eternal Sleep ; 
Patriotifm and Loyalty were called nar- 
xow-minded prejudices, and incompatible 
with wniverial benevolence ; continual 
declamations were made on Liberty and 
Equality as the unalienable Rights of 
Man. ‘The baneful influence of accu. 
mulated property was declared an infur- 
mountable obsacle to the happineis of 
any Nation, wheie chief jaws were framed 
for its prote&tion and increase. Nothing 
was fo irequently difcouríed of as the 
propriety of employing тог а good pur- 
pote, the means which the wicked em- 
ployed for evil purpotes ; and it was 
taught, that the preponderacy of good 
in the ultimate rennt confecrited every 

nean emplcyed ; and that wildem aud 
Virtue copiited in properly determining 
this balance." Тһе principies were 
denied, but the proots which 
produced are fuficiently Асар to claim 
the afient сі every conüderate reader. 

Our Author, amongit other excellent 
obíervations, lays, “ АП good men, 
lovers of peace and of judice, wiii abhor 
and reject the thought of overturning the 
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prefent conftitution of things, faulty as 
it may be, merely in the endeavour to 
eftablifh another, which the vices of 
mankind may fubvert again in a twelve- 
month. They muit fec, that in order to 
gain their point, the propolers have found 
it neceflary to deliroy the grounds of 
morality, by permitting the шой wicked 
means for accompitfhing any end that our 
fancy, warped by paflion cr intereft, may 
reprefent to us as of great importance. 
They fee, that inflead of morality, vice 
mult prevail, and that therefore there is 
no fecurity for the continuance of this 
Utopian felicity ; and, in the mean time, 
defolation and mifery тай Jay the worid 
майе during the ftruggle, and half of 
thofe for whom we are flriving will he 
{wept from the face of the earth. We 
have but to look to France, where in eight 
years there have been more executions 
and fpoliations and dittreffes of every 
kind by the pouvoir revolutionnaire, than 
can be found in the long records of. that 
defpotic monarchy. 

“© There is nothing in the whole confti- 
tution of the Piluminati that (trikes me 
with more horror than the propotals of 
Hercules and Minos *, to епі the 
women іп this fhocking warfare with all 
that < 15 geod, and pure, and lovely, and 
of good report. They could not have 
fallen on any expedient that will be more 
Fectual and fatal. If any of my coun- 
ywomen fhail honour thefe pages with 
a reading, I would сай on them, in the 
той езгле& manner, to coníxier this as 
an айа of the utmoít importance to 
themielves. I would conjure them Бу 
the regard they have for their own dig- 
nity, aud for their rank in fociety, to 
join againft thefe enemies of human na- 
ture and profligate degraders of the fex ; 
and I would affure them that the prefent 

tate of things aimoft puts it in their 
power to be the faviours of the world, 
but it they are remils, and yield to the 
jeduStion, they will fall from that high 
fate to which they have arifen in Chrif- 
tian Europe, and again fink into that ini 
fignincancy er íflavery in which the iex 
is found in all ages and countiies ou 

of the hearing of Chriftianity. 

“J hope that my countrywomen wiil 
ccntider this foleimn addrefs to them as з 
proof of the high efteem in which I holá 
Tbev will not be offended then 
i in this feafon cf alarm and anxiety, 
when I with-to impreis their minds wit 
a iericus trula, I fhail waive ceremony, 
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which is always defigning, апа fpeak of 
them in honeft but decent plainnels. 

** Man is immerfed in luxury. Our 
accommodations are now {ò numerous 
that every thing is pleafure. Even in 
very fober fituations in this highly-culti- 
vated Society, there is hardly a thing 
that remains in the form of a neceflary of 
life, or even of a mere conveniency— 
every thing is ornamented—it mutt not 
appear of ufe—it muft appear as giving 
fome fenfible pleafure. Тао not fay this 
by way of blaming—it 18 nature—man is 
a refining creature, and cur той boaited 
acquirements are but refinements on our 
neceflary wants. Our hut becomes a 
palace, our blanket a fine drefs, and ойк 
arts become feiences: This difcontent 
with the natural condition of things, and 
this difpofition to refinement, is а cha- 
racteriitic of our fpecies, and is the great 
employment of our lives. The direction 
which this propenfity chances to take in 
any age or nation, marks its character 
im the molt confpicuous and interefting 
manner. АЛ have it in fome degree, and 
it is very conceivable that, in Teme, it 
may confticute the chief object of at- 
tention, If this be the cafe in any 
nations, it is furely moft likely to be fo 
in Но where the accommodations of 
lite are the жой sumerous—therefure in 
& rich and luxurious nation. I may 
furely, without exaggeration or reproach, 
give that appellation to our own nation 
at this moment. If you do not go to 
the very loweft cla(s of people, who muft 
labour all day, is it not the chief object 
of al] to procure perceptible pleafure in 
one way or another? The fober and 
bufy ftruggle in the thoughts and hopes 
ef getting the means of enjoying the 
comforts of life without farther labour— 
and many have no other object than 
pleafure. 

** Then let us reflect that it is woman 
that is to grace the whole—It is in na- 
ture, it is the very conftitution of man, 
that woman, and every thing connected 
with woman, muit appear as the orna- 
ment of life. That this mixes with 
every other focial fentiment, appears 
from the conduct of cur fpecies іп all 
ages and in every fituation. This I pre- 
fume would be the cafe even though 
there were no qualities or talents in the 
fexto juftify it. This fentiment refpe&- 
ing the fex is песейагу, m order to rear 
fo helplefs, fo nice, and fo imprcveable a 
creature as man ; without it, the long 
abiding tafk could not be performed : — 
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and I think that I may venture to fay 
that it is performed in the different ftates 
of fociety nearly in proportion as this 
preparatory and indifpeníable fentiment 
is in force. 

< On the other hand, I think it no 
lefs evident that it is the бейге of the 
women to be agreeable to the men, and 
that they will model themfelves accord- 
ing to what they think will pleafe. 
Without this adjuftment of fentiments 
by nature, nothing would go on. We 
never obferve any fuch want of fymmetry 
in the works of God. If, therefore, 
thofe who take the lead, and give the 
fatbion in fociety, were wife and virtuous, 
I have no doubt but that the women 
wouid fet the brightelt pattern of every 
thing that is excellent. But if the men 
are nice and faftidious fenfualilts, the 
women will be refined and) elegant vo- 
luptuaries. 

«€ There is no deficiency in the female 
mind, either in talents or in difpofitions; 
nor can we fay with certainty that there 
is any fubjeét of intellectual or moral 
difcuffion in which women have not ex- 
celled. If the delicacy of their confti- 
tution, and other phyfical caufes, allow 
the female (ех a {maller fhare cf (оте 
mental powers, they polfefs others іп a 
fuperior degree, which are no lefs re- 
fpe&able in their own nature, and of as 
great importance to fociety. Inítead of 
defcanting at large on their powers of 
mind, and fupportiug my affertions by 
the inftances of a Hypatia, a Schurman, 
a Zenobia, an Elizabeth, &c. I may re- 
peat the account given of the fex by a 
perfon of uncommon experience, who 
faw them without difzuife, or any motive 
that could lead them to play a feigned 
part—Mr. Ledyard, who traverfed the 
greateft part of the world, for the mere 
indulgence of his tafte for obfervation of 
human nature ; generally in want, and 
often in extreme milery. 

* I have (fays he) always remarked 
that women, in all countries, are civil, 
obliging, tender, and humane: that they 
are ever inclined to be gay and cheartul, 
timorous and modef; and that they do 
not helitate, like men, to perform a kind 
or generous action. —Not haughty, not 
arrogant, not fupercilious, they are full 
of courtefy, and fond of fociety—imore 
liable in general to err than man, but in 
general, alfo, more virtuous, and per- 
forming more good actions than he. 
То awoman, whether civilized or lavage, 
I never addretled туе in the langue ge 

at 
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of decency and леп Пір, without re- 
ceiving a decent and friendly anfwer— 
with man it has often been otherwife. 

* 1n wandering over the barren plains 
of inhofpitable Denmark, through һопей 
Sweden, and frozen Lapland, rude and 
churlifh Finland, unprincipled Rufa, 
and the wide fpread regicns of the wan- 
dering Tartar, —if hungry, dry, cold, 
wet, or lick, the women have ever been 
friendly to me, and uniformly fo; and to 
add to this virtue (fo worthy of the ap- 
peilation of benevolence), the!e a^tions 
have been performed in fo free and fo 
kind a manner, that if I was thirty, I 
drank the [weeteft draught, and if hun- 
gry, I ate the coarfe meal with a double 
relifh › 

** And thefe arethey whom Weifhaupt 
would corrupt ! One of thefe, whom he 
had embraced with fondneís, would he 
have murdered, to fave his honour, and 
qualify himíelf to preach virtue! But 
let us net be too fevere оп Weithaupt— 
let us wath ourfelves clear of ali ítain 
before we think of reprobating him. 
Ате we not guilty in fome aegree, when 
we do not cultivate in the women thoíe 
po. of mind, znd thoi difpofitions of 
heart, which would equally digaify them 
їп every flation as in thoie humble ranks 
in which Mr. Ledyard moft frequently 
faw them? I cannot think that we do 
this. They are not only to grace the 
whole of cultivated fociety, but it is in 
their faithful and affectionate períonai 
attachment that we are to find the fwecteft 
pleafures that life can give. Yet in all 
thefe fituations where the manner in 
which they are treated is not dictated by 
the ftern laws of neceffity, are they not 
trained up for mere amufement—are not 
ierious occupations confidered as а та 
which hurts their lovelinefs ? What is 
this but felfifhnefs, or as if they had no 
virtues worth cultivating ? Their bu- 
(еле) is Глрро{еЧ to be the ornamenting 
themfelves, as if nature did not dictate 
this to them already, with at leaft as 
much force as is песейагу. Every thing 
is prefcribed to them becanfe it makes 
them more lovely—even their moral leffons 
are enforced by this argument, and Mits 
Wooittoncraft is perfectly right when 
fhe jays that the fine le(fons given to 
young women by Fordyce or Routcau 
are nothing but felfifh and refined volup- 
tuoufnels. This advocate of her fex puts 
her fifters in the proper point of view, 
when fhe tells them that they are, like 
тор, the fubjetts of God's moral go- 
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vernment—like man, preparing them- 
felves for boundlefs improvement in a 
better Паше of exiftence. Had fhe ad- 
hered to this view of thewmatter, and 
kept it conftantly in fight, her book 
(which doubtlefs contains many excellent 
things, highly deferving of their ferious 
conüderation) would have been a той 
valuable work. Sne Ау obferves, that 
the virtues of the fex аге great and re- 
foectable, but that in our mad chace of 
pleafure, only pleafure, they are little 
thought of or attended to. Man trufts 
to his owa uncontroulable power, or to 
the general goodneís of the fex, that their 
virtues will appear when we bave oc- 
cation Юг them ;—** but we will fend 
for thefe {опе other time :"-—Many no- 
ble difplays do they make of the той 
dificult attainments. Such is the patient 
bearing up under misfortunes, which has 
no brilliancy to Ѓарроге it in the effort. 
This is more difficult than braving dan- 
ger in au active and confpicuous fituation. 
How often is a woman left with a family, 
and the fhattered remains of a fortune, 
loft perhaps by diffipation or by in- 
dolence— and how feldom, how жегу fel- 
dom, do we fee woman fhrink from the 
talk, or difcharge it with negligence? 
Is it not therefore folly next to madnefs, 
not to be careful of this our greateft 
blefing—of things which fo nearly con- 
сегп our peace--nor guard ourfelves, and 
thefe our bet companions and friends, 
from the effects of this fatal Iliumi- 
nation? Jt has indeed brought to light 
what dread‘ul lengths mea will go, when 
under the fanatical and dazzung glare 
of happinefs in a fate of iiberty and 
equality, and fpurred on by infatiable 
luxury, and not held in check by moral 
feelings and the refraints of religion— 
and mark, reader, that the women have 
here alfo taken the complexion of the 
men, and have even gone beyond them. 
If we have feen a ion prefent himfelf to 
the National Affembly of France, pro- 
fefling his fatisfa&ion with the execution 
of his father three days before, and de- 
claring himfelf a true citizen, who prefers 
the nation to all other contiderations ; 
we have alfo feen, on the fame day, wives 
denouncing their hufbands, and (О fhock- 
ing to human nature!) mothers denoun. 
cing their fons, as bad citizens and trai- 
tors. Mark too what return the women 
have met with for all their horrid fer- 
vices, where, to ехрге their fentiments 
of civifm and abhorrence of royalty, they 
threw away the character of their fex, 

and 
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and bit the amputated limbs of their 
murdered countrymen *. Surely thefe 
patriotic women merited that the rights 
of their (ex fhould be confidered in full 
council, and they were well entitled to a 
feat ; but there is not a fingle аё of their 
£overnment in which the fex is con- 
iced as having any rights whatever, 
ór that they are things to be cared for. 

с Are not the accurted fruits of lilu- 
mination to be feen in the prefeot humi- 
hating condition of woman in Prance? 
pampered in every thing that can reduce 
them to the mere intruments of animai 
pleafure. In their prefent fate of na- 
tional moderation (as they сай it) and 
lecurity, fee Madame Tallien come into 
the public theatre, accompanied by other 
beautiful women, (I was about to have 
mifhamed them Ladies,) laying айбе all 
modetty, and pretenting themfelves to 
the public view, with bared lithbs, 2 da 
Sauvage, as the alluring objects of delire, 
I make no doubt but that this isa ferious 
matter, encouraged, nay, prompted by 
government.. ‘To keep the minds of the 
Parifians in the prefent fever of diffolute 
gaiety, they are at more expence from 
the national treafüry for the fupport of 
the fixty theatres, than all the penfions 
and honorary offices in Britain, three 
times told, amount to. Was not their 
abominable farce in the church of Notre 
Dame a bait of the fame kind, in the 
true {pirit of Weifhaupt’s Eroterson 2 
* We do not,” faid the high prielt, © call 
you to the worfhip of inanimate idols. 
Behold a mafter-piece of nature, (lifting 
up the veil which concealed the naked 
charms of the beautiful Mzdmf. Barbier): 
This facred image оша inflame all 
hearts.” And it did fo; the people 
fhouted out, * No more altars, no more 
priefts, no God but the God of Nature.’ 

«c Orleans, the firit prince of the blood, 
did not (cruple to proítitute his daughter, 
if not to the embraces, yet to the wanton 
view of the public, with the preciie in- 
tention of infiaming their deüres. (See 
the account given of the dinners at Sil- 
lery’s, by Camille Deimoulins, in his 
Ípeech againft the Briffotins.) But what 
avil} be the end of all this? The fond- 
lings of the wealthy will be pampered in 
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all the indulgences which faftidious vo- 
luptuoufnefs finds neceffary for varying 
or enhancing its pleafures ; but they will 
either be flighted as toys, or they will be 
immured ; and the companions of the 
poer will be drudges and Пауеѕ.”” 


The third Chapter contains the ac- 
count of the German Union, and the 
fourth fhews how the French Revolution 
was connected with the plans of the Ger- 
man iiícreants, and in what manner it 
has beenaffifted by them. Ву this ftate- 
ment it appears that the Вира Bavarians 
(as the French were once pleafed to call 
them) were their inftructors in the art of 
overturning the world, though the French 
were the frit who put it in practice. 

In this Chapter we have the following 
anecdote of the Count D’ Artois: ** The 
unfortunate Prince who has taken refuge 
in this kingdom, and whofe.fituation 
amongít us is an illuftrious mark of the 
generofity of the nation, and of the 
lovereignty of its laws, faid to one of the 
Gentlemen about him, that *if this 
country was to efcape the general wreck 
of nations, it would owe its prefervation 
to religion.

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An Authentic Account of an Embaffy from the King of Great Britain to the Em- 
peror of China, &c.

HERE are properly but three elaffes 
of men in China. Men of letters, 
from whom the Mandarines are taken ; 
cultivators of the ground y and mechanics, 
including merchants. In Pekin alone is 
conferred the bigheft degree of literature 
upon thofe who, in public examinations, 
are found той able in the íciences of 
morality and government, as taught in 
the ancient Chinefe writers, with which 
ftudies the bifory of their country is in- 
timately blended. Among {исһ gradu- 
ates all the civil offices in the ftate are 
diftributed by the Emperor; and they 
compofe all the great tribunals of the 
Empire. The candidates for thofe de- 
grees are fuch as have fucceeded in fimi- 
lar examinations in the principal city of 
each province. “Твое who have been 
chofen in the cities of the fecond order аге 
the candidates in the provincial capital. 
"Гһе examinations are carried on with 
great folemnity, and apparent fairnefs. 
Military rank is like given to thofe who 
are found, upon competition, to excel in 
the military art, and in warlike exercifes. 
According to the beft information given 
to the Embafly, the population of Pekin 
is about three millions. The low boufes 
of that city feem /carcely fufficient for fo 
«aft a multitude 5 but very little room is 
occupied by a Chinefe family in the mid- 
dle and lower clafles of life. In their 
houfes there are no fuperfluous apartments. 
А Chinefe dwelling is generally fur- 
rounded by a wall, fix or feven feet high. 
Within this inclofure a whole family of 
three generations, with all their refpec- 
tive wives and children, will frequently 
be found. One {mall room is made to 
ferve for the individuals of each branch, 
of the family, fleeping in different beds, 
divided only by mats hanging from the 
cieling. Опе common room 15 uled for 
eating. Several branches of a family, re- 
üding under the fame roof, is attended 
with important effects. It renders the 
young temperate and orderly іп their con- 
duct, under the authority and example 
of the elder: and it enables the whole to 
five like foldiers in a тер, with more 
economy and advantage. ‘The labouring 
poor are however reduced to the ufe of 
vegetable food, with a very rare and 
{сапу relifh of any animal fubflance. 
The crowds of people at Pekin do not 
prevent it from being healthy. The 
VoL.

Chinefe live much in the open air, and 
the atmofphere is dry. 

The commiffion of crimes is rare. 
Every tenth boufckeeper, after the man- 
ner of the ancient ttbing-men in Eng- 
land, is accountable to a certain degree 
for the conduét of the nine neighbouring 
families. The police is obíerved with 
particular ftri&nefs within the walls. 
The city partakes of the regularity and 
interior fafety of a camp: but is fubjeck 
айо to its conitraints. 

With the poor, marriage is a meafure 
of prudence; becaufe the children, раг- 
ticularly the fons, are bound to maintain 
their parents.. This union therefore takes 
place whenever there is the leaft profpect of 
fubliftence for a future family. Children; 
however, born without means being had of 
providing for them, аге fometimes абал- 
doned by the wretched authors of their бе. 
ing. Superftition comes in aid to reconcile 
this borrid praice to the mind. ‘The chig 
is confidered as a holy offering to the 
Spirit of the adjoining river, in which 
the infant is thrown, with a gourd fuf- 
pended from its neck, to keep it from im- 
mediate drowning. Female infants ave, * 
for the moft part, chofen as the lefs evil 
for this cruel facrifice; and a faint hope 
is generally entertained that they may yet 
be faved from untimely death. | Goverz - 
ment appoints perfons to colled thefe mi- 
ferable objects, for the purpofe of pro- 
viding for fush as are found alive, and 
for burying. thote who have already exe 
pired. 

The Miffonaries are likewile xcalous 
in this humane work. ‘They haften alfo 
to baptize thofe who retain the fmalleít 
fpark of life. One of thofe pious fathers 
acknowledged that in Pekin alone about 
two thoufand were every year expofed, of 
whom a large proportion perifhed. 

Chapter the Fifth defcribes the jour- 
ney of the Embafly to the Northern Fron- 
шеу of China, in its way to Zhe-hol, the 
fummer refidence of the Emperor. Аз 
they proceeded on their march up tne 
fides of diftant mountains, was deferiedy 
in the morning of the fourth day, 4 prea 
minent line, or narrow and unequal 
mark. The continuance of this line to 
the Tartavian mountains tops was fuf- 
ficient to arreft the attention of the be- 
holder; and the form of a wall with bat- 
tlements was in a little time diftinctly 
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diícerned, where fuch buildings were not 
expected to be found, nor етене prac- 
ticable to be erected. -What the eye 
could from a fingle fpot embrace of thofe 
fortified walls, carried along the ridges 
of hills, over the tops of the higheft 
mountains, defcending into the deepeft 
vallies, croffing upon arches over rivers, 
and doubled and trebled in many parts to 
take in important paffes, and interfperfed 
with towers or maffy baftions at almoft 
every'hundred yards, as far as the fight 
could reach, prefented to the mind an 
undertaking of flupendous magnitude. 

The travellers were now able to deter- 
mine, from their own feelings, that it 
was not alone the dimenfions of thofe 
walls, however confiderable, that made 
the impreffion of wonder upon the perfons 
who had hitherto feen thefe intended dar- 
riers againft the Tartars. 

Attonifnment is («аот excited by the 
mere effect of the continuance or multi- 
plication of labour that may be formed by 
common means ; It was the extreme dif- 
ficulty of conceiving how the materials 
could be conveyed, and fuch ftructures 
raifed in flaations apparently inaccefible, 
which principally occafioned furprife and 
admiration. One of the шой clevated 
ridges over which the great wall is. car- 
ried has been afccrtained to meafure fve 
dboufaud iwo bundied and twenty five

Sir С. S. employs two pages іп the 
hittory and ufes of National Walls in dif- 
ferent periods and countries ; the Roman 
wall defending Britain trom the zucivi- 
lized Pidts у the walls in Egypt, Syria, 
and Media; one to the eaítward of the 
Cafiian Sea, and another inthe country 
of Tamerlane. АП of thefe united, fays 
our Author, whether they be confidered 
as to the extent of the country over which 
they were carried, and which they were 
meant to protect, or as to the quantity 
of materials employed in their conftruc- 
tion, or the labour requifite to overcome 
the difficulties of fituation, were not 
equal to the Chinese Wall alone. It has 
likewife far exceeded them in duration, as 
well as m folidity. Some parts of it 
indeed are mouldering to decay, and 
ethers. have undergone repair; but ide 
tain work has been built with a degree 
uf care amd architectural fkill, which, 
without any fubleguent attention, have 
preferved it entire for £200 (Donjand pears. 

"his is the date, which, upon very 
fufücient evidence, Sir С. Staunton af- 
fimus to this wouderful fabric. Mr., 
Bell, in bis travels, extendi js antiquity

only to about fiw centuries. Не is in ge- 
пега] a very authentic writer, іп thofe 
{обје which he had himfelf an oppor- 
tunity of inveftigating ; but in this mat- 
ter his conjecture 15 undoubtedly very 
fhort of the truth. He may have doubted 
its age upon as flight grounds as fome 
others have done, who, from the filence 
of Marco Polo on the tubjeék, in his ac- 
count of his travels over land to the ca- 
pital of China, have concluded that the 
wall was not in exiftence in the /birteenth 
century. But И appears now, from the 
detail of Po/o's route to China, їп the 
Doge's library at Venice, that this tra- 
veller did zo? pats through Tartary to 
China. Having followed the ufual track 
of the caravans to Sarmacand and 
Cafhgar, he bent his courfe acrofs the 
Ganges to Bengal; and from thence, 
keeping to the fouthward of the "hibet 
mountains, reached the capital of China 
by the province of Shenfee. 

Captain Parifh has fubjoincd very ac- 
curate mealurements of that part of the 
wall through which the Embaly pene- 
trated; and if to this we add the plans 
and engravings relative to it, whieh em- 
Бей the quarto edition, we may ау 
pronounce the prefent defcription of this 
extraordinary fabric to be much the ma/t 
complete that has yet found its way to 
Europe. 

In the Firft Chapter of the Third Уо- 
lume of the octavo, we have the continu- 
ation of the journey ofthe Embaffy to the 
Emperor! s fummer vefidence in "Tarrary, 
with an account of his reception there. Те 
is fingular, that in fome villages they 
райға through, in the deeper and darker 
vallies of Tartary, they met with many 
of the inhabitants labouring under a dif. 
order which is called, in Bizilar fituations 
‚їп the Alps, the goitre, dr е ед reck. 
Nearly one-fixth of the natives had this 
deformity ; which, however, like their 
brethren in Switzerland, they did not 
efteem fuch. Both fexesarefubject to theíe 
fwellings ; but the females more than 
the ma/esy the latter removing oftener 
from the {pots where the cauíes of the 
malady exift. The minds of many of 
the perfons 1o afflicted were much weak- 
ened; fome were reduced to an abfolute 
{tate of eediocy. Thek lat are confidered, 
fays our Author, in Юте degrees as (а. 
ered; and are maintained by their fami- 
lies with peculiar care. We have 
noted. thefe particulars 2s fhewing a 
firtking correlpoudence with the affe&ions 
and reufonings of the дея of the 
Glaciers,

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Soon after the arrival of the Embaffy 
at Zhe-hol, the ceremonial of its prefen- 
tation to the Emperor being adjulted in 
the manner already related, the four- 
teenth day of September, three days be- 
fore that of the Emperor’s birth, was 
fixed for that purpofe. We thall feleé, 
from a very еха and detailed narrative, 
the moft ftiiking circumttances. 

On that morning the Ambaflador and 
his fuite went before day-light, as was 
announced to be proper, to the garden 
of the palace of Zhe-hol. Soan after 
day-light, the found of feveral inftru- 
ments, and the confuíed voices of men 
at a diitance, announced the Emperor's 
approach. He foon appeared from be- 
hind a high and perpendicular mountain 
tkirted with trees, as if from а facred 
grove, preceded by a swmber of perfons, 
, buled in proclaiming aloud bis virtues 
and bzs power. Не was feated in a fort 
of open chair, or triumphal car, borne 
by fixteen men, and was accompanied 
and folowed by guards, high flag and 
umbrella-beavers, and mulc. He was 
chid in plain dark МЕ, with а velvet 
bonnet, in form not much unlike the 
bonnet of Scotch Highlanders ; on the 
front of which was placed a /arge pearl, 
the only jewel or ornament that appeared. 

On his entrance into the tent, he im- 
mediately mounted the throne by the 
front fteps. His prime minifier, and the 
two principal perfons of his houfhold, 
went vlofe to him, and /poke to him on 
their necs. The Prefident of the Tri- 
bunal of Rites conducted the Ambala- 
dor, attended by his page and Chinefe 
interpreter, and accompanied the Pleni- 
potentiary near to the foct ot. the throne, 
оп the /ef? hand fiue, according to the 
ufage of China, the piace of honour. 
The other Gentlemen of the Embafly 
ftcod at the great opening of the tent. 

His Excellency was richly habited in 
an embroidered fuit of velvet, adorned 
with a diamond badge and бағ of the 
Order of the Bath ; and over the {uit a 
long muintle of the fame order. This 
drels was in conformity tothe Chinefe 
ideas and manner—upon the fame prin- 
ciples. The Miniiter Plenipotentiary, 
as an Honorary Doctor of Laws of the 
Uuiverity of Oxford, wore the {carlet 
gown of that degree. This was alto 
iuitable in a government where degrees 
in learning lead to every kind of political 
Навои. The Amba(lador, тЁгае4 
by the Prefident of the Tribunal of Rites, 
held the magnificent {quare box of gold, 
&dorned with jewels, in which was in- 
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clofed his Majefty's letter to the Еш- 
peror, between both hands, lifted above 
his head ; and thus, alcending the few 
fteps that led to the throne, and bending 
on one knee, prefented the box, with a 
fhort addrefs, to his Imperial Majefty ; 
who, gracioufly receiving the fame with 
his own hands, placed it by his fide, and 
exprelled the fatistaétion he felt at this 
teltimony of his Britannic Majefty's 
efteem and good-will. ‘This mode of 
reception was confidered, by the Chinefe 
Court, ав particularly honourable and 
dittinguifhed. 

His Imperial Majefty, after a little 
more converfation, gave, as а firit pre- 
fent to his Majetty of England, a gem, 
or precious ftone, upwards of a foot 
long, intended to refemble a fceptre, and 
confidered as emblematic of proíperity 
and peace. 

During the ceremonies, the Emperor 
appeared ребе у unreferved, cheertul, 
and unaffected. His eyes were full and 
clear, and his countenance open. Being 
informed that the Ambatlador’s page 
(Matter Staunton), who was then in his 
thirteenth year, had alone made fome 
proficiency in the Chinefe language, he 
defired to have the youth brought up to 
the throne, and to fpeak Chinete. What 
he faid, or his manner, was fo pleafing 
to his Imperial Majetty, that he took 
from his girdle а рше for holding areca 
nut, and prelented it to him: This was 
deemed a high mark of perfonal favour. 
It was of plain yellow ШЕ, with the 
figure of the five-clawed dragon, and 
{оте Tartar characters worked into it. 

On the ceremonies uled upon this occa- 
fion, Sir. G. Staunton makes fome judici- 
ous remarks, He oblerves, that there is a 
pby/ical as wellas a moral inequality in 
this homage paid to  Eaftern princes, 
‘They will be confcious of being liable to 
private treachery ; and fufpicion has fug- 
gelted precautions аса dangerous de- 
hens, The profrations, the knee ines, 
the Pazels uplifted above the head, render 
aic es lefs practicable. 

During the day, the Emperor fent his 
European guelts, at the терай in the 
tent, leveral difhes from his own table ; 
and prefented them with his own hands, 
а goblet of warm Chinefe wine, not mn- 
like Madeira of an inferior quality. die. 
ing informed of the age of our king, ae 
wifhed he might equal himfelf in years, 
which had already azzowzied to eighty- 
three, and with as perfe& health. “The 
Emperor was indeed yet fo hale and vi- 
gorous, that he fcarcely appeared to 
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"of cloathing fire at pleafure. 
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have exiffed as many years (fifly-/even) 
as be had governed the Empire. When 
the feftival was over, he defcended from 
his throne, and marched firm and ее, 
and without the leaft fymptom of infir- 
mity, to the open chair that was waiting 
for him. 

The feventeenth of September was, as 
has already been obferved, the Emperor's 
Anniverfary. To this ceremony, as to 
the former, the Ambaffador and his fuite 
were called before the rifing cf the Sun. 
They were introduced into an. inner 
building, bearing the femblance of a 
temple. It was furnifhed with great in- 
ftruments of mufic, among which were 
fets of cylindrical bells, fufpended in a 
line from ornamented frames of wood, 
and gradually diminifhing in fize from 
one extremity to the other; and alfo tri- 
angular pieces of metal arranged in the 
{ате order as the bells. To the found 
of ее inftruments a flow and folemn 
hymn was fung by the cunuchs, who had 
fuch а command over their voices, as to 
refemble the effe& of the mufical glafies 
at adiftance. ‘The performers were di- 
yected, in gliding from one tone to an- 
other, by the ftriking of a fhrill and fo- 
norous cymbol; and the whole had a 
very mufical and grand effect. At a 
particular fignal, nine times repeated, all 
the perfons prefent proftrated themfelves 
mine times, except the Ambaflador and 
his це, who made a profound obei- 
fance. But the Emperor, whom it was 
meant to honour, continued, in imitation 
of the Deity, invifible the whole time. 

For a few days afterwards, a variety 
of entertainments were exhibited in the 
prefence of the Emperor. Some of the 
contrivances in the fire-works werenew to 
the Englifh fpectators. Out of a large box, 
lifted up toa confiderable height, and the 
bottomialling out as if it were by accident, 
came down a multitude of paper lantherns, 
folded flat, as they iffued from the box, 
but unfolding themfelves by degrees. As 
each lanthern aflumed a regular form, a 
light was fuddenly perceived of a benu- 
tifully coloured dame. This devolution 
and developement was feveral times re. 
peated, with a difference of figure every 
time, as well as of the colours, with 
which the Chinefe feemed to have the art 
On each 
fide of the large box was a correfpond- 
ence of fmaller boxes, which opened in 
like manner, and let down a kind of net 
werk of fire, which fhone like burnifhed 
copper, and flafhed like lightning, with 
every umpulfe of the wind. The whole 
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ended with a voleano, or eruption of ars 
tificial fire, in the grandeft ftyle. 

At none of tbefe amufemexts did any 
females appear. Only at the exhibition 
cf a pantomime, to which the Embafly 
were invited, there were latticed galle- 
ries for the ladies, who, without being 
feen, could difcern all that was pafling 
on three open theatres, or ftages, one 
above another. They had not probably 
any view into the boxes ; for the Empe- 
гог, in order to indulge their defire of 
feeing fome perfon of the Embafly, di- 
rected one of the eunuchs to conduct the 
youth already mentioned (Sir G. Staun- 
ton’s Son) out of the Ambaffador’s box 
upon a platform within the ladies’ view. 

Inftead of human figures upon the 
Паре, the actors affumed the forms of 
other animate and inanimate productions 
of the land and fea. They filled the 
three feveral ftages, forming a kind of 
epitome of the world. 

Among other talents, the Emperor 
of China has thofe of a poet. He pre- 
fented a few ftanzas to the Ambaflador 
for his Majefty, together with fome cu- 
rious gems, which he particularly valued 
for having been eight centuries in his 
ptus and which he gave as an earneft 
of perpetual friendfhip. 

Chapter the Second treats of the return 
to Pekin, and of obfervations and occur- 
rences there. А curious /n/lance is men- 
tioned of the ingenuity and dexterity of 
the Chinefe workmen. Two cf them 
tcok down the two magnificent 2/26 
Infires, fent as prefents to the Empercr, 
in order to place them in a more advan- 
tageous pofitien. "They feparated them 
piece by piece, and put them again to- 
gether in a fhort time without difficulty 
or miflake, the whele confifting of many 
thcufand minute pieces, though they had 
never feen any thing of the kind before. 
Another Chinefe cut a narrow {lip from 
the edge of a curved plate of glafs, in 
order to fupply the place of one belong- 
ing to the dome of the Plex/tarium, 
which had been broken in the carriage. 
The Engli/b mechanics belonging to the 
Embafly had iz vain attempted то cut tbe 
2425 according to this curved line, with 
the affiftance of a diamond. The Cbinefe 
did not fhew his method; but it was 
faid that he /zcceeded by firft drawing 
the point of a beated iron acrofs the fur- 
face to be divided. The fkill of this 
artift was the more, admirable, as there 
15 no man: facture of glafs in the Empire, 
except at Canton, where, inftead of ufing 
fiint and barilla, and convertingethem Бу 
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the proper procefs into glafs, the manu- 
fa&urer only melts the broken pieces of 
that material, and forms it into new 
thapes. 

Notwithftanding our Author’s former 
affertion, that the Chinefe are zot fond of 
reading, he again tells us that the utti- 
plication of the аа с works of the Chi- 
nefe by printing is prodigious, and alfo 
that the lighter literature of the country 
gives no inconfiderable occupation to the 
prefs. The Orphan of China, which has 
appeared in an Englifh drefs, is no un- 
favourable fpecimen of Chinefe tragedy ; 
and the P/egfmg Hiftory, of which an 
Englifh tranflation was publifhed feveral 
years ago, is az infiance of Chinefe novel- 
writing that is interefting and fimple. 

Gaxettes are frequently publifhed in 
Pekin, under the authority of Govern- 
ment. Thevarious appointments through- 
out the Empire, the favours granted by 
the Emperor, bis remiffion of taxes to 
diftridis Juffering by dearth, his recom- 
penfe of extraordinary fervices, the em- 
baffies lent, and the /r/óute paid to him, 
form a confiderable part of the public 
news. The domeftic details of his houfe- 
hold, or of his private life, are feldom, 
if ever, mentioned. — Sízgsiar events, 
tiflances of longevity, Íometimes the 
punifhbment of offences, committed by 
Mandarines, are there recorded. 

But though the gaii prints are not, as 
in England, the wvebieles of political 
knowledge, and fumetimes of fedition, 
yet more Jecret means af mifcbief are faid 
то ех іл China. А /eé, it is reported, 
bas for ages fubfified in the country, 
whofe chief principles are founded upon 
an antipathy to monarchy; and who 
nourifh hopes of at laft fubverting it. 
Their meetings are held їп the utmoft 
fecrecy,. and no man avows any know- 
ledge of them; but a fort of inquifition 
is faid to be eftablifhed, in order to find 
them out. They, who are fufpected of 
fuch fentiments, are cut off, or hunted 
out of fociety. 

The qualification to be officers of the 
Loufcbold, and other attendants in the 
Imperial palaces, confifts in that opera- 
tion, which, in a few parts of Europe, 
is performed for meliorating the voice, 
and difgualifies for being a parent. But 
ta be intrufled with, the care of the ladies 
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of the court, or to be allowed an approach 
to their apartments, it is neceflary to be 
what, without reference to colour, the 
Turks аге ‘faid to have termed a d/ack 
eunuch; which means, that ali traces of 
fex fhould completely be erafed. The 
operations for this purpofe, however de- 
licate in themfelves, are performed even 
upon Chinefe of an adult age, with little 
peril in refpe& to life. 

The Narrative of Æneas Anderfon, 
though written by a perfon ina fubaltern 
capacity, and who could not therefore, as 
he modeftly acknowledges, be fuppofed 
to be in the /ecret, as to the progreís of 
the negotiation between fhe Embaffy and 
the Court of China, contains however 
many fhrewd gueffes on the hoftile 41 
poütion of the Prime Minifter towards 
the Englifh. In the fubfequent publica- 
tion of Sir С. Staunton, the Бабпе is 
more plainly and diftin&ly ftated, ав 
might be expected, by a Member of the 
Cabinet. Тһе Colao, for that is the 
name given to the firft officer of ítate, 
feemed determined from the fut that the 
European vifitors fhould not winter in 
China; and, without lofing fight for a 
moment of that cool politenefi, which 
however flouri/oing a talent it may be 
deemed in Courts, feems to be pre-crzi- 
nenily vigorous at Pekin, informed his 
Lordfhip, indire&tly indeed, but in a 
manner it was impofiible to evade, that 
his departure muft no Jonger be delayed. 

Lord Macartney fubmitted, with as 
good a grace as he could, «to fo peremp- 
tory, though civil a difmiffal, which, 
after all, perhaps, was rather to be at- 
tributed to general principles of policy, 
than to any particular ground of diflike ; 
though the Co/ao’s теңізі of the Am- 
baflador's prefents might afford reafon 
for fuch а fufpicion. It was fome con- 
folation for this difappointment, that the 
intercourfe with the Emperor, of which 
the fuppofed termination was the chief 
ground of the Ambaffador's regret, was 
in fast maintained afterwards more inti- 
mately, and through a more favourable 
channel than while the Embaily remained 
at Pekin. ‘This was owing to the ef- 
pecial kindnefs and favour of the Man- 
darin who had the care of re-conducting 
the Embafly to Chufan.

The charaéters are alio interefted in a 
kind of underplot, in which the principal 
perfons, Egerton (the brother of Gre- 
ville's wife) and Mifs Sydney, terminate 
their difappointments іп matrimony ;

In this Comedy Mr. Morton has at 
leait equalled his former productions. 
It is interelling and impreflive; in Гоше 
parts ludicrous and bordering on the im- 
probable, but on the whole affording an 
entertainment, which has already been 
completely (an&tioned by the public ap- 
probation. The performers did great 
juítice to their refpective parts.

opening it. Irene, her fiter, however, 
feeling a {trong curiofity to diícover the 
contents of this clofet, tempts her to open 
it. A tomb is immediately difcovered, 
on the fide of which ftands а fkeleton ; 
the fhades of Blue Beard’s former wives 
pafs in fucceffion over the tomb, and 
vultures hover over it, eager for their 
prey.

Ad- 
verting to the circumftances that attended 
the Jace election ror Southwark, and the 
doubts which arofe on the conftruction 
of the Treating A&, he felt it his duty 
to move for leave to bring in a Bill to 
put an end to all ambiguity on the fub- 
jet.  Iníupport of the neceffity of fuch 
а meafure, his Lordfhip mentioned two 

‚ орроше decilions of Committees on the 
conftruétion of the АЙ. One was, that 
a perfon who had been guilty of corrupt 
practices fhould not be eligible for the 
fame place. Another was, that he fhould 
not be returnable to the fame Parliament. 
‘Though the conitreétion of the АЯ was 
rather ambiguous, yet its fpirit was 
clear. In conformity to what he con- 
ceived to be its object, he fhould propofe 
to adopt in the amended А, namely, 
зо incapacitate a Candidate who had been 
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—the Corn Importation — {һе Annual 
Iudemnity—the Scots Militia—and the 
Southampton Church Bills: and alfo to 
the Bill for adding a Battalion to the 
бо Regiment of Infantry.

He therefore informed 
the Houfe that he fhould defer his notice 
to Friday. 

Mr. Huffey rofe to point out an incon- 
venience which would arife from the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer not fub. 
mitting a refolution for the decifion of 
the Committee on Friday laft ; and this 
inconvenience would be increafed by the 
delay now propofed. He adverted to 
the ftate of the Land Tax Bill, which had 
already paffed that Houfe, and was now 
in its laft ftage in the Upper Houfe. If 
this Bill paffed in its prefent fhape, no 
alteration could be made in the Act du- 
ring the prefent Seflion. ‘The duty mutt 
therefore remain at 48. in the pound, 
and fubje& the other articles of taxation 
to a dilproportionate duty ; this he 
thought partial and unjuft. Тһе land 
was, in his opinion, better able to bear 
an additional tax than the articles íe- 
lected by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. 

Mr. Pitt confidered the obfervations 
fo irrevelant as to be unworthy of notice. 

The Order for to-morrow was then 
difcharged, and fixed for Friday. 

Mr. Hobart ftated the neceffity of dif- 
patch in the progrefs of the Bil] for con- 
tinung the Act of lalt Sefhon for the

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punifhment of perfons feducing men em- 
ployed in his Majefty’s Land and Sea 
fervice, on account of the АФ being 
nearly expired.

Sir John Sinclair faid, he had given 
notice of a motion for the attendance of 
the Board of Commiffioners of the 
‘Taxes, but that (оте circumftances had 
occurred to induce him not to регі in 
that motion. Не alluded to а paper, 
the authenticity of which he believed was 
not in any degree queftioned, viz. the 
Declaration of the Executive Directory 
of France. He had feen that paper this 
morning ; it difplayed in fuch ftrong and 
unequivocal terms the hoftility of the 
enemy, and announced fo openly their 
intention of invading this country, that 
he could not as an Englifhman, or as a 
friend to his country, think of propofing 
any motion which could, in any degree, 
tend to leffen our unanimity in the cyes 
of the enemy. 

Mr. Pitt faid, if the Proclamation of 
the Directory had made one convert to 
unanimity, he fhould rejoice that it had 
been publifhed. Не oppofed the in- 
tended motion, becaule he thought the 
Houfe fully as competent to judge what 
the operation of the intended tax would 
be, as Ше Commiflioners of the 'Гахез. 

The other Orders of the Day were 
then deferred. 

A. Meflage was received from the 
Lords, ftating that their Lordfhips had 
agreed to the Bank Rettriction Act, the 
Scotch Note Bill, and the French Lawn 
Bill.

Mr. Pitt deferred the farther confi- 
deration of his Plan of Finance till 
Monday. 

MONDAY, DECEMBER 4. 

Mr. Hunter brought up an account of 
the expected amount of the Affefled Taxes 
for the year 1797, up to the sth of April 
1798. 

On the motion of Mr. Pitt, the Order 
for calling over the names of defaulters 
was difcharged. 

WAYS AND MEANS, 

The Order of the Day was read for the 
Коше to refolve itfelf into a Committee 
of Ways and Means, to which were or- 
dered to be referred the different accounts 
prefented in the courfe of lait week. 

The Ноше having refolved itfelf into 
the faid Committee, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
on a former day he ftated fo fully the 
general outline and principle on which 
he intended to provide for the fupplies, 
that he fhould now confine himfelf to a 
narrow compaís. ‘The Committee were 
aware that he proceeded on the fuppo- 
fition that it was felt and admitted, that 
the prefent moment called for vigorous 
exertions and uncommon Ѓасгібсеѕ ta 
counteract the machinations cf an ob. 
ftinate, ambitious, and inveterate enemy з 
an enemy, whofe avowed object was the 
deftruétion of our Religion, our Laws, 
and our Government. It was therefore 
our duty, if we had the courage of free- 
dom, and the fpirit of Englifhmen, to 
combat, not for indemnity, but exiftence. 
Fortunately for us, there never was a 
nation whofe proiperity furnifhed her 
with {fuch extenüve refources for perfe- 
vering, with effect, in a сомей which 
implicated in its iffue all that was dear 
to us аѕчпеп and as Engliffimen. 

It would be recollected, that his plan 
embraced two objects, to prevent a great 
accumulation of debt in the market, by 
extending to an inordinate degree the 
funding іуЙет, and to guard againit 
entailing the burthen upon pofterity, by 
а {рееду redemption. It would alfo be 
recollected, that he had ftated that an 
immediate call en the income and pro- 
perty of every individual would be im- 
proper, if not impragticable. It then 
remained to find a criterion of his pro- 
perty by his expenditure, and this would 
be found more beneficial to the State, and 
more јай to the Individual. The Af- 
feffed Taxes, he propofed, fhould be the 
medium of carrying this into effect, 

H ж They 
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They. were paid, he faid, by about 
$00,000 mafters of families, under whofe 
roof would be found a population of four 
millions. The number of poor who 
would be excluded amounted to three 
millions. ‘This diftinétion he intended 
to follow up with a variety of modifica- 
tions and abatements, with a view to 
prevent the preflure from falling too 
heavily on the lower order. Thefe taxes 
he had taken at 2,700,о001. but as part 
of them (600,оо01.) had been impofed 
laft feffion, по precife eftimate could be 
formed of their total amount. 

The abatements which he had to pro- 
pofe, affe&ed thofe chiefly who paid only 
the prefent taxes on houfes and windows. 
Yn cafes where the perfon paid alfo for 
hories, carriages, and male fervants, it 
was his intention the duty fhould be 
trebled. In the former cafe he fhould 
propofe a modification of the new duty. 
With the houfe and window tax he fhould 
likewife couple the watch and dog taxes. 
The duty he conceived ought not to be 
triple on the man who kept one watch 
and one dog in а houfe of inferior rent.— 
Where many watches and feveral dogs 
were kept, it would in general be found 
that the owner was liable to the horfe, 
carriage, or fervants tax, and fubjected 
to the triple duty. It was therefore his 
intention to propofe, that thofe who 
contributed only to the houfe, window, 
the dog, and watch taxes, fhould not pay 
the tripie affeffment in any cafe where 
his contribution did not exceed three 
pounds. On thofe whofe payments were 
under that fum, he propofed the duty 
fhould attach as follows: thofe whofe 
A ffefled Taxes were under three fhillings, 
were not to be fubjected to any addition. 
If they paid above three fhillings, and 
under one pound, to pay half a rate; 
namely, half the fum which they paid at 
prefent—for inftance, where the party 
now paid тов. he fhould pay 15s. From 
1l. to 21, to pay a fingle rate, 7. e. where 
а man now paid 305. he was to рау 31. 
When 21. and under 3!. he was to pay 
double ; for example, the perfon who 
paid sos. was to contribute 7l. 10s. 
Where the party paid 31. and upwards to 
301. he was to contribute according to 
the treble rate: thus, the individual who 
paid 31. 3s. fhould be called upon to 
contribute nine guineas in addition. It 
would, he remarked, be fcarcely poffible 
to form an eftimate of the numbers who 
would be exempted by thefe arrange. 
ments from the preffure, Taking the 
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number of contributors, however, at” 
800,000, the proportion would ftand 
thus :

Affefied half a rate | 400,000 
— Single rate 130,000 
—— — Double rate 76,000 

500,000 


There were then no more than 300,000 
mafters of families in the country who 
could be affected by the operation of the 
Tax in a ferious degree. On looking, 
however, to the common obje& which 
this meafure was calculated to eifeét, it 
was neceffary that the "Tax fhould be 
ftri&ly enforced. Where the marks of 
opulence appeared in the keeping of care 
riages, horfes, and male fervants, thofe 
perfons who may well be fuppofed to’ 
afford it, their expences fhould bear a 
triple rate on all the other duties. This 
was not all: Where a man could afford 
to pay 3ol. and upwards for Affefled 
‘Taxes, his expences may be calculated 
as falling little fhort of roool. per ann. 
He fhould therefore propofe, that thofe 
who paid from 301. to sol. fhould now 


‚ pay three and a half over their former 


affeffinent, and thofe who paid above 501. 
quadruple. 

According to the above ftatement, the 
fcale of proportions would бапа as fol- 
lows :

The Right Hon. Gentleman now pro- 
ceeded to defcribe the cafes that were fit 
for modification and abatement. Among 
others he mentioned inn-keepers, who 
already contributed a large proportion. 
Perfons in particular ftreets in the me- 
tropolis, who paid high for their ftu- 
ation, &с. And ftated, that in any cafe 
where the Houfe-Duty fhould exceed а 
certain proportion of the occupier's in- 
come, he fhould be relieved in a given 
proportion to that income. Whether the 
duty was fingle or double, if the party 
could make it appear that his mcome was 
lefs than 601. a year, he fhould be ex- 
empted from. the faid additional duty ; 

"An 
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and in all cafes where fuch annual income 


amounts to бо]. or more, fuch perfon 


fhall be entitled to fuch an abatement of 
the Additional Duty to be granted, as 
may be neceffary to reduce the fame in 
each cafe refpectively, in the proportion 
hereinafter ftated, that is to fay— 
: Where the faid Annual Income fhall 
appear to be not lefs than 

бе 
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fhall appear to be not lefs than 2001. every 
fuch perfon fhall be entitled to fuch an 
abatement of the Additional Duty now 
granted as may be песейагу to reduce 
the fame in each cale refpcctively to a 
fum not exceeding one-tenth part of the 
faid Income. 

In order to prevent evafions and frau- 
dulent ftatements, it would be required 
of the party applying for relief to give 
in his declaration upon oath, and alfo 
that his ftatement fhould be open for 
in{pection, the better to deteét falfe re- 
turns. Commiffioners were to be ap- 
pointed in different parifhes and diftricts, 
to manage the bufinefs, with a {mall 
compenfation for their trouble. In con- 
fequence of the increafe of commiflion for 
managing and collecting, there would be 
a defaleation in the amount, which in his 
former ftatement he had eitimated at 
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%,16о,оо01. The charges for соПе іол 
now amounted to little lefs than зоо, ооо}, 
on 2,700,0001. From the returns that 
had been made, which comprifed about 
four-fifths of the whole kingdom, he was 
led to believe that the charges for man- 
aging the treble rate would not exceed 
900,000l. or one million on $,200,00ol. 
which, allowing for all deductions and 
modifications, would leave a net fum o£ 
eight millions, one million over the tum 
at which he lalt took the eítimate of the 
total produce. 

Alluding to the numerous evafions and 
falfe returns that had been made in the 
late call on the country for horfes for the 
provilional cavalry, he fuggefted the pro- 
priety of extending {оте mdulgence re- 
trofpeétively to the perfons who had 
practifed thofe evafions, as an inducement 
to make а дота file return on the prefent 
occafion. The indulgence he propofed 
was a remiflion of the penalties already 
incurred. This he was perfuaded would 
counterpoife the deficiencies that were to 
be apprehended from increafing the rates. 
Among the modifications he had omitted 
to fuggeft the propriety of making fome 
diitinéticn in favour of thofe whole taxes 
may beincreafed in an undue proportion. 
Perfens with large families, he thought 
were fair objects of modification or 
exemption. "Ihe Committee might think 
it moft defirable to fix the {cale according 
to the number of children. Thofe who 
had no family he thought fhould be rated 
higher in proportion to their income. 

Having gone through his detailed 
ftatement, ot which the above is а faith- 
ful аМітай, Mr. Pitt recurred to “Ле 
principle en which his feheme was 
tounded, and repeated in fupport of it, 
the arguments which he uvged on the 
former occafion. Tt was not, he allowed, 
free from objections on the firt view $ 
but he challenged any Gentleman to pro- 
duce a {cheme for railing fo great а fum 
in a mode fo univeríally comprchenfive, 
equal and more fufceptibleof modification 
and abatement. He alfo wifüed Gentle- 
men to recollect that the burthen, how- 
ever heavy; would not be permanent, 
and that though it would be too much 
for ordinary сссайстз, yet that the pre- 
fent was one which inperioufly demanded. 
it. r - 

‚ Confiderirg, therefore, that the impos 
fition was to be temporary ; that it was 
propofed, not in a period of ufual war, 
but in the crifis of defence асай ail the 
evils which we dreaded, and all the Мг. 
lings we enjoyed, it mut be found light 

in 
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in the balance. If the Committee was 
fatisfied оп thofe topies, there would be 
no occafion to recur to preliminary points. 
Gentlemen would view it with the defire 
ef following up tlie principle of miti- 
gation ; and, above all, he hoped they 
would adopt the plan he had the honour 
to fubmit ; for fure he was, that it was 
the той pra&ticable in the execution, and 
ealculated to meet the extremity of 
danger, at which we were at the prefent 
тошеп. Не concluded by moving a 
long fring of Refolutions founded on the 
above {tatement. 

Sir William Pulteney approved of the 
principle, but did not think its operation 
was iufhciently ежелбуе. ‘The whole 
fupplies for the year, he thought ought 
to have been raifed in this manner. 

Earl "Temple fpoke to the fame effect, 
and recommended a greater facrifice for 
the profecution of the war. 

Mr. Nicholls deprecated the fyftem as 
трргеЙіуе and unjuft, and accufed Mi- 
mitters of infincerity in their late at- 
tempts to Negotiation. He complained 
of the undue influence the other Houle 
bad acquired in the Legiflature, and was 
proceeding to quote paflages from Mr. 
Burke's publications, when he was called 
to order by Earl Temple. 

Mr. Tierney contended that the Hon. 
Gentleman’s obfervations were coníti- 
tutional. 

Mr. Nicholls complained that he was 
not fuffered to deliver his fentiments in 
that Houle, and declared his intention of 
conveying them to his conftituents 
through the medium of the prefs. 

“Sir К. Mackworth fupported the plan 
in an eccentric fpeech, 

The Secretary at War {poke in favour 
of the fcheme, and vindicated the Minif- 
ter’s conáuct during the negotiation. 

Мг. Plomer thought the tax unjuft, 
өрргейіуе, and ruinous; as did Mr. 
Hobhoufe who followed. 

Mr. Pierrepoint thought it would be 
a great recommendation to the plan, if 
the Royal Family offered their contri- 
butions. 

Colonel Wood recommended as a fub- 
ftitute, а tax of one рег. cent. on pro- 
perty, which would produce twenty mil- 
lions. 

Mr. Dept was not prepared to give a 
decided opinion. я 

Mr. ЕШиоп approved of the plan iz 
tota. 

*Mr. Tierney oppofed the feheme in 
detail, alter which a divilion took place ; 
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for the Refolutions, 214; againft them, 
15 ў Majority, 199. 

The Report was ordered to be received 
to-morrow. 

Sit John Sinclair wifhed the Refo- 
lutions might be printed. 

Mr. Pitt replied, that it muft appear 
defirable that the bufinefs might be con- 
cluded before the recefs. The Bill would 
then be printed, and Gentlemen would 
have an opportunity of difcuffing the 
whole plan in a Committee. 

TUESDAY, DECEMBER 5. 

Mr. Pitt faid, he had not been able to 
give the Reports of the Finance Com- 
mittee that attention which was neceffary 
before a diícuflion took place upon the 
Íubje&. He therefore moved, that the 
confideration of the Reports fhould be 
enlarged from Thurfday next to Monday 
íe'nmight. Agreed to. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report of 
the Committee of Ways and Means. 
The Refolutions were read. 

On the quettion for their being read 
the fecond time, 

Mr. Wigley faid, on a fubje& fo novel 
and important, he thought it the duty ef 
the Minifter to allow a fhort interval for 
deliberation. It was alío, he faid, of 
that alarming and oppreflive nature that 
Gentlemen ought to have an opportunity 
of confulting their Conftituents before 
the meafure was paffed into a law. To 
him the operation of the meafure feemed 
partial, and would prefs peculiarly hard 
on perfons аЙеЙе{ between three pounds 
and thirty. The principal burden of the 
feven millions fell upon 209,000 inha- 
bitants, whofe fitnation. precluded them 
from adequate relief on the principle laid 
down, while thofe in the highett fituations 
were not айеЙей in a  proportionable 
degree. 

Mr. Jones faid, that he felt the neceflity 
fo extremely urgent, that he was com- 
pelled to give his айе to the Refolu- 
tions. Не wifhed it to be imprefled оц 
Gentlemen's minds, and engraven upon 
their hearts, that every 6d. that was ex- 
pended, and every drop of blood that 
was fhed in the conteft, were wholly to 
be aícribed to the infatiable ambition and 
inveterate animofity of the five defpots of 
France. In order to reftrain their am- 
bition, which feemed to have no bounds, 
but the extinction of our laws, religion, 
and liberty, he fhould give the Ref- 
lutions his той hearty approbation, re- 
ferving the power of. fuggefting modifi- 
Cations. 

Mr, 
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Mr. Lefevre expreffed his readinefs to 
make facrifices beyond his quota, if re- 
quired. 

Mr. Huffey faid, he difapproved of the 
plan, not from a Чейге to throw obftacles 
in the way, but becaufe he thought a 
better one might be adopted. He then 
adverted to a declaration of the Minifter 
in 1792, when expatiating on the general 
profperity of the country, and flattering 
the Houfe with а fpeedy redemption of 
the national debt. On that occafion the 
Right Hoz. Gentleman declared that the 
country enjoyed and was likely to enjoy, 
** not a nominal and delufive, but a real 
and genuine peace." For God's fake, 
he faid, give us peace again, and by 
prudent management the country will be 
reítored to its wonted profperity and 
happinefs, 

Mr. Pitt faid, at no period preceding 
the one alluded to, was there a fairer 
profpect of a lafting peace. The then 
rulers of France were bufied in retorming 
abuíes in their Government. They pro- 
fefled ceconomy at home, and peace 
abroad ; but the feeds of that harvett, 
which hed fince been diffeminated through- 
out Europe, and had produced incalcu- 
lable miíchief, did not then develope 
themíelves. No man, he faid, was more 
anxious for peace than he was, but it 
шай be upon а folid and honourable 
bafis, or it would be only a protracted 
war, with the inconvenience of unnerving 
cur forces, and renewing the conflict. 
He diflin&ly wifhed, for the benefit of 
mankind, the tranquillity of Europe, and 
for the interet of France itself, to fee 
the prefent fyftem extinguifhed, and 
happier principles triumph; but what 
he chiefly wifhed was, that the fecurity 
of this country fhould not depend upon 
the forbearance of France, but upon the 
exertion of our own energies. 

The Refolutions were then read the 
fecond time, and Bills ordered purfuant 
thereto. 

The Order of the Day was read for 
the fecond reading of the Corn Regu- 
lating Bill. 

Mr. Ryder called the attention of the 
Houle to the Act of laft {Фоп, and 
ftated, that it was intended to fubject the 
importation of Corn to the old regu- 
lations, and to prohibit the exportation 
for a time to be limited. 

'The Bill was read, and ordered to be 
committed. 

On the fecond reading of the Bill for 
amending the Treating АЯ, a conver- 


fation on the conftruction of the A& 
took place; after which the Bill was 
read. 

WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 6, 

Mr. Nicholis gave notice, that he 
fhould on Friday next bring forward a 
motion for remitting the perquifites of 
office during the continuance of the war. 

Мг.Р. Dundas gave notice, that һе 
fhould move to-morrow for leave to 
bring in a Bill to explain and amend 
the Scotch Militia A&. 

Mr. Pitt informed the Houfe, that he 
had it in command irom his Majefty to 
prefent a Meffage, acquainting them, 
that his Majeity had appointed ‘Tuefday 
the roth іп. as a Day of Thank{giving 
for the late important victory over the 
Dutch fleet, and in order to give it the 
Breater folemnity, it was his Majetty's 
intention to attend Divine Service in the 
Cathedral Church of St. Paul. 

An Addrefs of Thanks was шуме 
diately voted for this moft gracious come 
munication. 

It was alfo ordered, on motion, that 
the Houfe fhould proceed to St. Paul's 
on the fame оссайоп ; and a Committee 
was appointed to manage the proceffion. 

Sir С. Shuckburgh Evelyn moved, 
< That there be laid before the Houfe a 
lift of the names of períons paying Af- 
fefled Taxes to the annual amount ot gol. 
and upwards, diftinguifhing them into 
different ciafles. 

Mr. Ryder did not think the account 
would give any material information. 
It had been matter of furprife to fome, 
that the number of perfons paying up- 
wards of rool. affeffment was not greater, 
and it was inferred, that the returns were 
erroneous. The fact, he believed to be, 
perfons of the deícription alluded to were 
in affluent circumflances, and had fre- 
quently five or fix houfes in different 
diftriéts, each of which made a feparate 
return, fo that the whole that а Gentle- 
man might be affeffed was not known 
from the general return, - 

Sir G. S. Evelyn doubted whether а 
perfon under thefe circumitances was 
liable for more than two houles. What 
was called the new duty he knew attached 
only on two. Information was-wanted, 
and he fhould perfevere in his motion. 


Mr. Huffey faid, the Houfe had the 


authority of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, that the duty had been fhame- 
fully evaded, and he wifhed a lift of the 
names of the defaulters to be laid upon 
the Table. 

Mr, 
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Mr. Rofe faid, the moft diligent en- 
gury was making for the detection of 
&ácfaulters, 

The Motion was agreed to. 

Mr, Tierney begged to be informed of 
the probable day on which the new Tax 
Bill weuld be read а fecond time. 

Mr. Pitt replied, that he fhould very 
probably prefent it to-morrow, ргореѓе 
to.read it the firft time оп Friday, and 
the fecond оп Monday. 

Mr. ‘Tierney defired an explanation on 

another fubje&t. He had feen in a pub- 
Ис paper an article which bore an official 
thape, fignifying that the 3,000,000l. 
was not coniidered by the Bankas а 
common Loun to Government, but fome- 
thing like a Loyalty Loan. The Mi- 
nitter had reprefented it as a Loan to be 
provided for in the ufual way. If the 
Bank was right, he faid, there шай be 
a deficiency'of 3,000,000]. іп the Mi- 
nilter’s ftatement. 
- Mr. Pitt faid, he conceived that if the 
reftrition continued, the Bank would 
not feel any inconvenience in advancing 
3,000,000l. to be repaid at a limited 
time, but it certainly was not his inten- 
tion to include that fum in the prefent 
ear. 

[Before the queftion of adjournment 
was put, Mr. Pitt, іп conlequence of 
this converfation, fignified his intention 
to provide for the above juin by Ex- 
chequer Bills.] 

The Corn Bill went through the Com- 
mittee. That part of the АЯ that re- 
lates to the importation of provilions, is 
continued in the prefent Bill. 

Mr. Ryder gave notice of his intention 
to propofe a claufe on the report, for al- 
lowing the entry of fhips who had their 
cargoes of foreign corn on board on the 
2116 of November, provided they arrive 
on or before the 14th initant, the Im- 
portation generally being under the old 
regulations, 

The Report was ordered to be brought 

up td- morrow.

Sir Jolin Sinclair feconded the Motion, 
and remarked, that there wonld be fome 
difficulty in carrying part of the Motion 
into effect, as the laft 53000]. granted by 
Parliament tad never been reaeived Фу 
the Board ! 


THURSDAY, DECEMBER 7. 

Mr. Secretary Dandas moved, that the 
АЯ of the 25th Geo. If. relative to the 
Naturalization of Foreign Officers in the 
fervice of Great Britain, be read. 

The АЯ was read accordingly. 

Mr. Dundas then obferved, that the 
tendenéy of the Motion he was about to 
fubmit, was to extend the provilions of 
the АФ above-mentioned to foreigners 
íerving in the Wett Indies, by adding 
another battalion to the бой regiment, 
to be fupplicd from the Germans, now 
ferving his Majefty in the Weft Indies. 
He concluded by moving for leave. to 
bring in a Bill to explain and amend the 
faid АЯ. 

Leave was given, and a Bill ordered. 

Mr. Pitt brought up his Bill for 
trebling the Afielled Taxes, which was 
read the firit, and on the queftion for its 
being read the fecond time, 

Mr. Wilberforce Bird rofe to ftate his 
objection to the principle and operation 
of the meafure. It was calculated, in 
his opinion, to ruin the middle and in- 
ferior clafs of manufacturers, and thofe 
who maintained their families on fmall 
capitals, would be completely “© done 
away." -—He mentioned various branches 
of manufacture which were on the de- 
cline ; and others, particularly the clock 
and watch trade, that were almoft ex- 
tinguifhed, from the accumulated. duties 
impoled upon them either directly or in- 
directly. 

Mr. Ryder defended the Bill. Tt had 
been aflerted that it prefed peculiarly 
hard on the middle and inferior claffes, 
but would the Hon. Gentleman produce 
a fingle inftance of a телімге, fo general 
in its operation, that contained fo many 
exemptions, and furnifhed fuch effe&tual 

xeans of relief to thole claffes ? He was 
confident that he could not. 

Mr. Burdon confidered this meafure 
as a heavy calamity, -but one which was 
to terminate with the occalion that pro- 
duced it. Не wifhed to fee it attach 
more largely om the higher claffes, par- 
ticularly on Lard Proprietors, as large 
contribution from permanent incomes 
could not be fo fenfibly felt, as from'the 

roduce of induftry. 

Mr. Alderman Lufhington, after de- 
fcribing the efrects of the meafure on the 
manufactures, and the enterprifing fpirit 
of the country, fuggefted the propriety 
of exempting from the meafure perfons 
paying under iol. aflefled taxes, and 

modi- 
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modifying the clafs above that fum, 
which, he faid; would leave a furplus of 
6,5оо,оо01. but he did not.bring апу 
thing forward in the fhape of a Motion. 

Mr. Pitt expreffed his furprife at the 
affertions, that the tendency of this Bill 
was to do away thofe perfons who were 
the fupport of the State, and that the 
Tax was directly again& the manufac- 
turing clafs of the country. 

To fuppofe that the whole could be 
levied upon the rich alone, was vifionary 
and impolitic, if it were practicable. There 
was fuch a fympathy between the higher 
and the inferior claffes, that an undue 
preffure of the former would operate as 
a difcouragement to the purchafe of com- 
modities, and an univerfal ftagnation of 
trade would take place. 

Mr. Tierney faid, he objected to the 
principle of the bill, becaufe he was 
convinced it was oppreffive, and calcu- 
lated to provoke irritation in the minds 
of the people at a period when the greateft 
unanimity ought to prevail. Не could 
affure the Hon. Gentleman, that many 
of thofe who were otherwife difpofed to 
think well of his meafures, dreaded the 
райпо oi this Bill, from a conviction 
of their inabilitv to comply with it. He 
did not expect that the Minifter would 
abandon it altogether, but he wifhed for 
time, that it might be rendered as pa- 
latable as poffible. 

The quettion for the Bill being read 
the fecond time was put and carried. 

Mr. Pitt faid, it certain]y was hisin- 
tention that the Bill fhould be read the 
fecond time on Monday next, as it was 
of the utmoft importance to the public 


fervice that 1t fhould pats before the ho- . 


lidays. Не moved accordingly. 

Mr. Tierney, after making {оте fur- 
ther obíervations, moved, that ‘Thurf- 
day fhould be іар саседа for Mon- 
day. On a divifion, there appeared for 
the amendment,s; againít it, 58. 

FRIDAY, DECEMBER 8. 

Mr. Yorke fubmitted to the Minifter 
the propriety of poftponing the commit- 
ment of the Treble АЙ: Tax Bill to 
Thuriday. 

Mr. Pitt faid, when he mentioned 
"Tuetday, it was on the fuppotition that 
ше Bill would have been printed, and 
ready for delivery this day. As this 
was not the cafe, he fhould accede to the 
with of the Hon. Gentlanan. 

Mr. Tierney urged the necefüty of 
poftponing the fecond reading to Tuei- 
day, that Members night have an op- 
portunity of perufing the printed Bill 
before the principle was dilcnfied, 
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Mr. Pitt faid, if the delay propofed 
could remove the mifapprehenfions which 
prevailed on the meafure, he had no ob- 
jection. 

The Order for Monday was then dif- 
charged, and a new one made for T'uet- 
day. 

Sir J. Sinclair fignified his intention 
to fubmit, on Wednelday fe’nnight, cer- 
tain Refolutions to the Houfe, fimilar to 
thofe he had brought forward laft Seffion, 
for the cultivation of wafte lands. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Com- 
mittee of ways and means, in which it 
was refolved, that towards raifing the 
fupplies, the fum of three millions fhould 
be granted in Exchequer Bills. 

Mr. Nicholls rofe, and, agreeable to 
the notice he had given, moved that all 
fees and falaries annexed to any office 
under the crown, exceeding 20001. 
fhould be remitted during the continu- 
ance of the war. The Lord Chancellor, 
the Speaker, the Judges, and Foreign 
Minifters, were exempted. 

Mr. Tierney faid, that though he ap- 
proved of the principle of the Refolution, 
he difapproved of the mode in which it 
would cperate. He hoped therefore that 
the Motion would be withdrawn, and fo 
modifed as to be more generally bene- 
ficial.——' The Motion was withdrawn. 

The Report of the Corn Bill was re- 
confidered. 

Mr. Ryder brought the claufe for al- 
lowing the entry of fhips whofe lading 
was actually oa board on the rith of No- 
vember, and which fhall arrive by the 
14th inftant. 

MONDAY, DECEMBER 11. 
he Scotch Militia Bill, and the Ger- 
man Officers’ Naturalization Bill, were 
read a fecond time. 

Mr. P. Carew brought up the Report 
of the Committee on the Newton Elec- 
tion Petition. The Report ftated ; that 
Thomas Langdon Brooke, Efq. the fit- 
ting member, was not duly elected ; that 
Peter Patten, Efq. the petitioning mem- 
ber, was duly elected, and cught to have 
been returned, and that the oppofition to 
the Peticioner's petition was not frivolous 
or vexatious. The Clerk of the Crown 
was ordered to attend to-morrow to erafe 
in the return the name of Mr. Brooke, 
and to fubftitute that cf Mr. Patten. 

The account of the expenditure of 
public money by the Board of Agricul- 
ture was ordered to be printed. 

The Corn Bill was read a third time, 
aud райга. The provifions were limited 
ta fix weeks after the commencement of the 
next Seflion of Parliament.— Adjourned,

I HAVE the pleafure to inform you, 
for the information of my Lords Com- 
miffioners of the Admiralty, that on 
Saturday the 23d inftant, atone P. M. 
being then off the Coaft of Holland, the 
Vlic Ifland bearing South, durance eight 
leagues, we difcovered a fchooner about 
four or five miles a-head of us, which 
we gave chace to. The wind being at 
S. E. prevented her from gaining the 
Ус Paffage. Finding we were coming 
fat up with her, and judging we were 
unacquainted with the coaft, fhe ran 
clofe in, and let go her anchor in eight 
feet water. Мг. Ѕгерһеп (оп, my Maf- 
ter, knowing the coaft very well, we 
followed uutil we came into lefs than 
three fathoms, let go our anchor, and 
immediately commenced a heavy fire on 
her: they however engaged us forty 
minutes, then cut her cable and ran her 
on fhore: thirteen of her crew took 
this opportunity of leaving her before 
our boats could take poffefiion. No 
time was te be loft; the fignal for an 
enemy on their coaft had been made 
from our бг firing on the íchooner, 
and we could plainly perceive they were 
bringing down two field pieces againít 
us; but, bv our confiant fire of round 
and grape fhot, we in a great meafure 
ftopped their progrefs. The tide of 
flood having made, fhe was foon got 
off, without any other damage than 
having received а fhot between wind 
and water, and which we foon got 
ftopped. 

Тһе fecond Lieutenant of the fchooner 
was killed» We had a few fhot through 
our fails, and two through our Enfign. 
She proves to be the D’Ondeilbaarlatd, 
or the Invincible Dutch fchooner, from

(Cape Nicholas S. by W. half W.Y 
ftanding towards us, with the larboard 
tacks on board. Аз fhe appeared to be 
a veffel of force, I immediately made 
all fail towards her, the wind being 
Бай. Ac forty-five minutes рай eight, 
fhe having fhewn French colours, we 
opened our fire on her in crofling, then 
wore round her Йего, and kept ира 
continued and well-direéted fire until 
twenty minutes after nine, when fhe 
made all fail from us with the larboard 
tacks. Unfortunately we could not im- 
mediately make all fail after her, as our 
running rigging was much cut ; but as 
foon as it was repaired, every cxertion 
was made to get alongfide of her а 
fecond time, which was effected at forty- 
five minutes after twelve, when we 
opened our fire on her, which was fo 
well diveéted, that at ten minutes раб 
one fhe blew up abaft, and ftruck her 
colours, At fifteen minutes after one 
fhe went down by the head, and was 
totally loft. Upon which we imme- 
diately hoifted out our boats, and for- 
tunately faved the lives of fixty of her 
crew, by whom we learn fhe was the 
Trompeufe French privateer brig, 
mounting 12 fix-pounders, and 78 men 
on board: fhe had been out eleven days; 
but had only taken one prize. 

I feel myfelf greatly indebted to Cap- 
tain Perkins, of the Drake, whom I 
difcovered in {оге of us, for uling 
every exertion to work to windward, 
and cut her off from Jean Rebel, as 
{ооп as I made the privare fignal to him, 
and that of the chace being an enemy. 

Permit me to obferve, that great 
praife is due to Lieutenants Ward and 
Uther, and Mr. M‘Clearty, the Matter, 
for their zeal, conduét, and bravery, as 
alfo to the inferior Officers, and Шірв 
company, for their fteadinefs, obedience, 
and courage.

I HAVE the honour of informing 
you, that yefterday afternoon, at three 
o'clock, a French cutter privateer had 
the boldnefs to chace the Ann cutter, 
of Haftings, clofe under one of our bat- 
teries, which fhe was juft on the point 
of boarding with her boat, when the 
battery opened and obliged the French 
to fheer off. 

Having obferved that the Englith 
veffel outfailed the enemy whilft there 
was a breeze, and that the privateer 
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was not of great force, I judged it pro- 
bable that fhe might be captured by the 
troops of the garrifon, and therefore 
ordered a detachment, with an officer, 
to embark in the fame veffel that had 
been chaced, and in another that for- 
tunately happened to be in the Road, 
having previoufly promifed fome gra- 
tuity to the owners, and in a few hours 
I learned, with much fatisfaction, that 
the privateer was brought into our 
harbour. 

She proves to be the Epervier, Cap- 
tain Fierce, with 24 men, mounting 3 
guns, 2 fwivels, and fmall arms, be- 
longing to Dunkirk, but fitted out from 
Cherburgh, on a fortnight's cruize,

exertions ; but I am in duty bound to

Paris, DEC. 8. ‘The ratification of 
the treaty of Campo-Formio, of the 17th 
of October, was celebrated at Paris with 
great pomp. -The Members of the Di- 
rectory, in their grand coffumze, the Fo- 
reign Ambafladors and Envoys, the Mi- 
nitry, бес. being aflembled in the great 
Court of the Luxemburgh, General Buo- 
naparte, Joubert, and Berthier, made 
their appearance, under repeated fhouts 
of numerous fpectators, “ Long live the 
Republic! Long live Buonaparte ! Long 
live the French Nation !^ General Buo- 
naparte being prefented to the Directory 
by the Minifter for Foreign Affairs, the 
latter delivered a fpeech of confiderable 
length, wherein, after having pafled an 
ingenious eulogium on lus talents, vir- 
tues, and exploits, he obíerved that a 
mew enemy was calling upon “him. 
* This enemy (he faid) is celebrated for 
his hatred againft the French, and for the 
infolent tyranny he ехегсЦез over all the 
nations upon earth. Let the genius of 
Buonaparte make him foon expiate his 
hatred and tyranny, and dictate to the 
tyrants of the fea a peace worthy of the 
glory of the French Republic." 


At the end of this fpeech, General 
Buonaparte delivered to the Prefident 
the Emperor’s ratification of the treaty 
of Campo-Formio, and addreiied the 
Direétors in the following terms : 

* Citizens Direétors, 


2 The French people, in order to he 
free, had Kings to combat. To obtain 
a Conftitution founded on reafon, they 
had to overcome the prejudices of cighteen 
centuries. Religion, royalifm, and the 
feudal fyftem, governed Europe tor 
twenty centuries paft ; but with the peace 
which you have concluded begins the 
sra of Reprelentative Governments. 
You have fucceeded in organizing the 
great Nation, whole wayt territory is cir- 
cumícribed by thoie limits enly which 
nature herielf has traced. Y ou have done 
more. The two fineft countries of Eu- 
rope, once celebrated for the arts, {ciences, 
and great men they produced, ісе the 
Genius of Liberty rife from the rombs 
of their anceftors. They are two pe- 
deftals, on which fate is going to place 
two powerful nations. I tne ho- 
nour to deliver to you the Treaty figned 
at Campo-Formio, and ratified by his 
Majefty the Emptror. This Peace te- 
cures the liberty, the profperity, and the 
glory of the Republic. When the hap- 
рше of the French people fhall be irmly 
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fettled on the bafis of the bet and wifet 
laws, all Europe will be Нее.” 

‘This fpeech was received with the moft 
enthufiaftic fhouts of applaufe, and an- 
{wered by the Prefident of the Directory; 
who concluded his harangue in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

** Citizen General ! crown fo glorious 
a career by a conqueft which the great 
nation owes to its outraged dignity. Go, 
and by the punifliment you infliét on the 
Cabinet of London ftrike terror into all 
the governments which fhall dare to doubt 
the power of a nation of freemen. Pom- 
реу did not difdain to crufh а пей of pi- 
rates. Greater than the Roman General, 
go and chain down the gigantic pirate 
who lords it over the feas : go and punifh 
in London crimes which have remained 
unpunifhed but too long. Numerous vo- 
taries of liberty wait your arrival: you 
will find no enemy but vice and wicked- 
neis, They alene fupport that perfidious 
Government; firike it down, and let its 
downfall inform the world, that if the 
French people are the benefa&ors of Eu- 
rope, they are alfo the avengers of tha 
rights of nations.” 

At the end of this fpeech, the Prefident 
and all the Members of the Dire&tory gave 
him the fraternal embrace ; and, after the 
ceremony was over, the Directors, Generals 
Buonaparte and Berthier, the Miniiters, 
Foreign Ambafladors, бес. fat down toa 
inperb dinner, during which, among other 
toaits, the following was drank : ** The 
liberty of the feas; and may the Repub- 
lican armies [gon re(cüe them from the 
yoke of that opprefüve government which 
has fo long tyraum ized the globe," 


To deprive us of the means of ftrength, 
the French Government has had recourfe 
to а violent and decifive таеайме, All the 
виз goods in France were upon one 
day feized and conáícated throughout the 
republic, ona law which had not been ob- 
ferved. In a meffage to the Councils, 
the Dizeclory cali for a law more effectu- 
ally to prevent the introdu&ion of Eng- 
ТИП goods into France in any manner.

Paris Papers ftate officially that there 
has been an infurre&ion at Rome, frem 
which city the French Envoy (Jofeph 
Buonaparte) has fled, feveral French 
having been previoufly maflacred. Upon 
this fubje& there is a very long letter 
from the Envoy, written at Florence; to 
the Minifter for Foreign Affairs in 
Paris :— 

*€ On the 26th of December (the En- 
voy fays) three individuals called upon 
him at Rome, to tell him, that on the 
following night a Revolution would take 
place ; an intimation which he received 
with fome figns of difapprobation ; 
though they enquired whether the French 
Government would prote& them. — At 
four o'clock in the morning of the 28th, 
he was informed, that there was a revo- 
Jutionary aflembly at the villa Medicis, 
compofed of eighty or a hundred perfons. 
He learned, atterwards, that a patrole 
had been attacked by fi$ty men, who 
were difperíed, after two of the Papal 
dragoons had been killed. In the mean 
time, {veral perfons had taken the tri- 
coloured cockade ; and the French Envcy 
propofed to have thefe arrefted, if their 
names fhould not be found on his lift. 

« While his Secretaries were examin- 
ing this lif, twenty of the Infurgents, 
with French cockades in their hats, de- 
fired to fee him, fhouting. “© Live fhe 
Кери йс— ive ibe Roman People.’ At 
his command they rerired in difcontent, 
and he was foon afterwards informed, 
that the ftreet was Бей with a crowd, 
amengit,whem the fpies of the Govern- 
ment fhouted Hive la Republique louder 
than the others. The Papal crowd fired 
upon this crowd within the precinés of 
his palace: on which he defired the fol- 
diers to retire, and prepared to refift 
them. A tedious fkirmifh enfued, in 
which the French General Daphot, who 
was to have commanded the grenadiers 
€f the Army of Englauc, and two or three 
others were killed. Тһе Minifters of 
Spain and Florence then arrived, as well 

K as 
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as forty Papal troops, and the tumult

As foon as Mr. Binttead, the Judge 
Advocate, had concluded the fentence, 
the Prefident informed the Provoft Mar- 
а] that Captain Williamion was по 
longer in his cuítody, and the Court then 
diilolved.

SURRY SESSIONS. 
The. King v. Ifaac Rawlinfon. 

This was а profecution againft the 
driver of one of the Greenwich ftage- 
coaches, who, in driving a race with one 
of his brethren of the’ whip, drove with 
fuch violence again(t one of the fervants of 
her Royal Highnefs the Princels of Wales 
in the monthof Auguft lalt, whiltt he pre- 
ceded her Royal Highnefs's carriage, as to 
throw him and his horfedcwn into a ditch, 
whereby he narrowly eícaped with his 
life. 

Ingram, another coachman, fubmitted 
himíelf foon after the offence was com- 

sz mitted 
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mitted, and fome very refpectable inhabi- 
tants in the neighbourhood of Greenwich 
having petitioned her Royal Highnefs in 
his: behalf, his apology and fubmiilion 
were accepted. No fuch apology having 
been made by Rawlinfon, a bill of indict- 
ment was ve ns and found againít him 
at the laft Michaelmas feffions at King- 
Йоп, upon which he was this day arraign- 
ed, when he moved, by his countel, to 
plead guilty to the charge, and to fübmit 
to a {mall fine, upon the ground of his 
having alfo made a fatisfactory apology 
and fubmiffion to their Royal Highneffes 
the Prince and Princefs of Wales. 

The Court being fully fatisfied that 
fuch an apology had been made, and par- 
ticülarly that HER Royal Highnefs the 
Princefs of Wales had been gracioufly 
pleafed to forgive the prifoney for the of- 
fence he had committed; 

Lord Grantley, the chairman, after 
commenting upon the enormity of the of- 
fence, and the illuftrions and amiable ex- 
ample of moderation and forgivenets he 
had met with, pronounced the fentence of 
the Court, which was, that he fhould pay 
a fine of fix fhillings and eightpence, and 
give fureties for his:good behaviour for 
two years. His Lordfhip at the fame 
time alfured the prifoner, that if it had 
not been for the gracious interferences of 
their Royal Highneffes, he would have 
been fent to the Houfe of CorreGtion, and 
kept to hard labour for that time. 

Plymouth, Jan. 3. On the morning 
of the ттїһ, the Cerberus, of thirty-two 
guns, Captain Drew, arrived in Cawfand 
Вау from Cork, having under her convoy 
the Reynard of 20 guns, and Epervoir, 
of 16 guns, French privateers, which had 
beeh captured by her in November laft ; 
During the night of the 10th and morn- 
ing-of the 11th, the wind blew from the 
fouthward with great violence, attended 
by a very heavy fea, and for the moft part 
hard rain. This ftate of the weather con- 
tinued until about half рай one o'clock, 
P. M. when the wind abated confidera- 
bly, and veered а little to the weitward 

‘of the fouth. — All the morning, till that 
time, the Reynard wasin great danger of 
driving on the rocks їп Fireftone Вау; 
but fhe fortunately efcaped, and is now 
fafein Hamoaze. As foon as the gale 
abated a little, Captain Drew, of the Cer. 
berus, Mr. James Drew, acting lieute. 
nant of the fame fhip, and nephew to Cap- 
tain Drew, Captain Pulling, late of the 
Penguin, of 18 guns, now on the Cork 
ftation, Mr. Poore and Mr. Daily, mid- 
fhipmen, Captain Drew's cox(waiu, and 
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a black fervant belonging to Captain Pul- 
ling, together with a boat's crew of fix 
failors, left Cawfand Bay in the Cerbe- 
rus’s barge, and fteered for Hamoaze, 
Captain Drew having letters from Admi- 
ral Kingímill, at Cork, for the port ad- 
miral here. They made their paflage 
very fafely, though the fea ran very hol- 
low, until they came abreaft of Redding 
Point, and at the opening of Hamoaze; 
but about two o'clock P. M. as they 
were pafling the bridge, a very narrow 
channel, fituate between Mount Edge- 
combe and St. Nicholas's Iland, they 
found, notwithftanding the wind had 
much abated, that the fwell of the fea 
there was very heavy, occafioned by the 
then ftrong ebbtide from the harbour run- 
ning counter to the foutherly wind and 
fea, the ground beneath being very 
rocky, and the water fhoal. Although we 
may fairly prefume that the utmoft care 
was taken by Captain Drew to guard a- 
gainft accidents, he could not prevent the 
melancholy fate which awaited hirn and 
his companions : when they got abreaft 
nearly of St. Nicholas's Папа, a heavy 
fea broke into the boat, which rendered 
her fituation very dangerous, Captain 
Drew now became alarmed, and inftantly 
pulled off his coat to be prepared for the 
worft, at the fame time аду ие all hands 
in the boat to confider of the beft means 
of faving their lives, in cafe any fill more 
imminent danger fhouldarife. — His fears 
were foon realized, for the fea which firit 
ftruck the boat was inftantly followed by 
two others, by which fhe foundered, and 
dreadful to relate, every perfon on board 
her, except two of the failors, perifhed ! 
Not being able to fwim, each of them 
Íecured an oar, and on thefe they were 
driven to the rocks at Mount Edgecombe, 
by which means their lives were provi- 
dentially preferved. Captain Drew was 
obferved by thefe men for fome time com- 
bating the waves, and endeavouring to 
reach the fhore, but his ftrength being 
exhauited, he funk in their fight : his coat 
has been fince picked up, and the letters 
for the port admiral found in the pocket 
of it. Captain Pulling had been lately 
promoted to the rank of Poft Captain, 
and took palfage from Cork in the Cer. 
berus, to join his Majefty’s Пир Hin- 
dottan, of 54 guns, now fitting in this har- 
bour for a itore-fhip, to the command of 
which he was juft appointed by the Lords 
of the Admiralty. А fhort time fince, he 
married a daughter of Admiral Kingf- 
mill, whom, ameng many other dear re- 
latives, he has left to deplore this dread- 
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ful cataftrophe. Captain Drew was un- 
married, but has many very near relations 
at Saltafb, about four miles from the {pot 
where the accident happened, to lament 
his unhappy fate. 

Captain Drew and Captain Pulling 
were both ofücers of exemplary charac- 
ters in their profeflion, much beloved by 
their officers and men, and have rendered 
their country eminent fervices during the 
time they have been cruizing on the Irifh 
fiation. In fhert, at a period like the 
prefent, when great exertions are neceflary 
to defeat the defigns of a dangerous ene 
my, the lo{s of fuch men is to be deplor- 
ed bythe country in general. Several of 
the dead bedies have been taken up, but 
we cannot find that either of the officers is 
among the number.
